2 charges against county GOP chairman dropped 
Fulle's accuser linked to Capitol payoff probe

A key witness In the extortion case 


against County Republican Chairman 
Floyd T. Fullc also Is a witness in the 
federal probe of payoffs in the remod- 
eling of the Illinois Capitol Building in 
Springfield, it was disclosed Wednes- 
day. 


The witness, plumbing contractor 


William Adams, has accused Fullc, a 
county commissioner, of extorting 
$30,000 to Influence county zoning of 
the Old Madrid apartment complex in 
Palatine. 


At a U. S. District Court hearing 


Wednesday on the charges against 
Fulle, It was disclosed that the U. S. 
Attorney's office in Springfield sought 


Justice Dcpt. approval In January for 
Adams to get immunity in return for 
his testimony In the Capitol In- 
vestigation. 


The immunity request for Adams 


was contained in a letter from Assist- 
ant U. S. Atty. Donald MacKay in 
Springfield. The letter, attached to a 
Fullc defense motion, immediately 
was Impounded by U. S. District 
Court Judge Abraham L. Marovitz af- 
ter prosecutors protested that It 
should not be made public. 


Adams is head of William Adams 


Engineering, 3911 W. North Avc., Chi- 
cago. 


THE FIRM HAS received more 


than $928,597 from the Illinois Capital 
Development Board since mid-1970. 


Adams has billed the state 46 times 
for work that may hove involved re- 
modeling of the Capitol Building. 


Marovitz Wednesday granted a mo- 


tion by Assistant U. S, Atty. Howard 
M. Hoffman to drop a perjury charge 
and on income-tax cxaslon charge 
against Fulle in connection with the 
alleged Old Madrid shakedown. 


The complex, annexed to Palatine 


after it received county zoning, was 
built by Sellergren, Inc. Adams was a 
subcontractor. 


HOF.FMAN ASKED that the 


charges be dropped after Adams 
changed his story about how $10,000 of 
the $30,000 allegedly was paid to 
Fulle. The original indictment said 
the payoff wis made in January 1971, 


but Adams now contends it occulted 
in May or June 1971. 


"He made an honest mistake," 


Hoffman said. "He come to our office 
and volunteered that he made a mis- 
take." 


Hoffman said Fullc could be rein- 


dieted on perjury and tax charges 
by using the new date, "but we felt 
that wasn't fair." The decision to drop 
the charges was approved by U. S. 
Atty. James R. Thompson, he said. 


"I said several weeks ago that the 


government witnesses were lying," 
Fulle told reporters after the hearing. 
"Beyond any shadow of a doubt, Mr. 
Adams Is lying. 


"Who is he fooling?" Fulle asked. 


"He actually perjured himself before 
the grand jury." 


FULLE, 66G LAUREL AVE., Des 


Plaines, is scheduled to begin trial 
June 2 on charges that he received 
$59,000 in zoning payoffs between 1968 
and 1971 involving Adams and devel- 
oper Thomas Origer. 


Hoffman said Adams will testify 


that he gave Fulle $20,000 in 1970. He 
said Adams also will testify about the 
$10,000 payoff, which allegedly oc- 
curred in Maine Township GOP head- 
quarters in Des Plaines, to show "in- 
tention." 


Fulle's attorneys, Arthur Zimmer- 


man and William Jacobs, were denied 
inspection of Adam's testimony before 
the federal grand jury investigating 


county zoning. Marovitz said" the 
statements will bo given to Fulle the 
day before Adams testifies. 


I n c l u d e d with Fulle's motion 


Wednesday was a copy of a letter 
from MacKay that requested immun- 
ity for Adams. When Hoffman pro- 
tested that the letter was released in 
Marovitz's chambers, not in court, 
Marovitz impounded the document. 


"We just don't want to affect what's 


going on down there (in Springfield)," 
Marovitz said. 


FEDERAL PROSECUTORS have 


said Adams has not received immun- 
ity from prosecution, for testimony in 
the Fulle case.

1 Blaauw once was sued by Mrs. 
Swimley's husband, Duanc, for alien- 
ation of affection, but the suit was 
dropped before trial. 


QUESTIONING OK Blaauw was re- 


stricted to a cursory view of the rela- 
tionship after the prosecution argued 
with the Schaumburg housewife's do- 
fenso attorneys and Blaauw's attor- 
ney, Angela Itugglcro, In Aspen's 
chambers about whether Blaauw 
nhould testify as the state's rebuttal 


Ruggtcro contended that if Blaauw 


were to te"Jfy it could Incriminate 
him and possibly affect the outcome 
of the pending Swimley divorce suit, 
hi which Blaauw is Involved. Swimley 
has filed tho suit alleging adultery 
and that Mrs. Swimloy plotted to have 
him killed by a crime syndicate "hit 
man." 


Blaauw told Uie court that he went 


out socially many times with Mrs. 
Swimley, 32, without her children pre- 
sent. Mrs. Swimley had testified that 
sho only went out with Blaauw in the 
presence of her sons and only after 
Sivlmlcy, 47, asked Blaauw to take 
care of the family. 


Blaauw testified that he had an 


apartment In 1974 at 104 S. Hampton, 
Rolling Meadows. Tho prosecution has 
presented evidence that an airline 
ticket refund was sent to 102 N. Hamp- 
ton but later returned to tho airline. 
Tho refund was made out to M. 
Brown, Mrs. Swimlcy's maiden name. 
Earlier testimony said Mrs. Swimley 
had offered two airplane tickets to 
two teen-agers in California to fly into

THE PROSECUTION presented six 


other rebuttal witnesses, Including 
Patricia Carter, a former state's at- 
torney's investigator, who arrested 
Mrs. Swimley Jan. 24, 1974 at Wood- 
field Shopping Center after sho alle- 
gedly handed over a $100 down pay- 
ment, on a murder contract. 


Mrs. Carter quoted Mrs. Swimley as 


saying immediately after her arrest: 
"Maybo now he'll realize I can only 
take so much, now that he has driven 
me to this." 


Mrs. Carter testified that even 


though Mrs. Swimley was advised of 
her rights she continued to talk about 
the beatings she said sho suffered at 
the hands of her husband. Mrs. Swim- 
ley had testified earlier that she was 
beaten many times, including one that 
caused a miscarriage and another in 
which 23 stitches were ripped out of 
her face. 


The former investigator said sho 


heard Mrs. Swimley say in an inter- 
view at the Criminal Courts building, 
26th and California, "He wouldn't glvo 


her a divorce and there was nothing 
else to do." 


DOUGLAS MOMEYER, an assist- 


ant's state's attorney who interviewed 
Mrs. Swimley after her arrest, testi- 
fied that he asked her why she tried 
to engage the services of a "Ml man." 


"She had tried various methods of 


recourse in the courts, the police de- 
partment ... and that there was noth- 
ing left to do. She was at the end of 
her ropo," Momeyer said. 


Momcyer testified that he asked 


why Mrs. Swimley had involved two 
youngsters in the murder plot, and he 
quoted her as saying: "I'll admit my 
part in it, but 1 won't get Kevin 
(Senne) involved, and I won't talk 
about my son." 


Senne has testified he, Mrs. Swim- 


ley and the son, Joseph Endcrle, had 
plotted the murder since November 
1973. 
Mrs. Swimley denied in testi- 


mony any involvement in the search 
for a "hit man" and said there may 
be a plot against her to convict her. 
' Testimony is to begin at 9:30 a.m. 
today.

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Saigon renamed Ho Chi Minh City by commies 


SAIGON (UPI) — The Communist 


army rode victoriously Into Saigon In 
Soviet-mode tanks and captured U.S. 
jeeps Wednesday, ran up the Viet 
Cong flag atop the presidential palace 
and nnnnounccd the capital had been 
renamed Ho Chi Minn City — "the 
city which Uncle Ho dreamed of." 


Shooting erupted at the palace, and 


last ditch government defenders 
fought several sulcldo battles around 
the city. A Saigon police colonel lifted 
a pistol to his head and committed 
sulcldo In the main downtown square. 


Tho Communist world hailed tho 


end of tho war — 35 long years of It, 


against American, French, Japanese 
and South Vietnamese forces. Non- 
Communist nations hastened to recog- 
nize tho new Viet Cong regime. 


In Hanoi, Vietnamese took to the 


streets to celebrate. In Moscow, the 
Soviet news agency Toss said tho fall 
of Saigon was inevitable but went 
easy on the United States. 


In 
Washington, the surrender 


brought sadness, but above all, relief. 
Congressional leaders pledged, and 
largely observed, a policy of looking 
to the future without recrimination as 
President Ford urged. 


The Viet Cong In Paris said It would 


follow a neutralist policy and hinted 
privately the two Viotnnms may soon 
be reunited. It was divided into North 
and South Vietnam after the victory 
of Ho Chi Mlnh, the into president of 
North Vietnam, over the French at 
Dlcn BIcn Phu in 1954. 


Most American^ were gone and 


their once formidable embassy, ran- 
sacked and burned by resentful South 
Vietnamese. 


The first day under Communist con- 


trol was comparatively calm, but 
there seemed to be little joy among 
tho populace. Government soldiers 
discarded their boots and uniforms 


and tried to fade into the civilian 
crowds which, slowly at first, made 
their way into the streets to watch 
their erstwhile. enemies realize the 
dream they had had all those years. 


They watched the Communist victo- 


ry parade down Tu Do. Some waved, 
perhaps a bit apprehensively, to the 
smiling Viet Cong troops. 


A huge Viet Cong flag — red on top, 


blue on the bottom with a gold star In 
the center — flew over the presiden- 
tial palace, the command post for a 
succession of South Vietnamese presi- 
dents who tried and failed to halt the 
Communists. 


Nixon-Thieu letters made public 


WASHINGTON (UPD - A former 


Saigon government aldo Wednesday 
made public two confidential letters 
ho said wcro written by President 
Richard M. Nixon pledging "swift and 
severe retaliatory action" against any 
renewed Communist aggression in 
South Vietnam. 


Dr. Ngu>cn Tien Hung, once execu- 


tive assistant to former South Viet- 
namese President Nguyen Van Thlcu, 
gave reporters copies of letters writ- 
ten on White House stationery, bear- 
ing Nixon's signature and addressed 
to Thlcu at a crucial phase of tho 
Vietnam peace negotiations in late 1972 
and early 1073. 


At the White House, press secretary 


lion Nesscn said tho letters "appear 
to bo authentic." 


In releasing the two letters at a 


news conference, Hung sold they on- 
compassed assurances of U.S. support 
of which Congress may never have 
been awaro — a contention repeatedly 
rejected by the White House in re- 
sponse to allegations that Nixon con- 
cluded secret agreements with Thlcu 


to Induce him to sign tho Paris peace 
accords. 


Tho White House so far has declined 


to release confidential letters between 
Nixon and Thlcu, and Ford made that 
position formal In a letter to a con- 
gressional leader released shortly be- 
fore Hung's conference. 


One of the two letters, dated Nov. 


14, 1972, attempts to persuade Thlcu 
to approve terms of a draft peace 
agreement and says In part: 


"But for more Important than what 


no say In the agreement... is what 
wo do in the event tho enemy renews 
Its aggression. You have my absolute 
assurance that if Hanoi foils to abide 
by the terms of this agreement It is 
my intention to take swift and severe 
retaliatory action." 


In the same letter, Nixon reiterated 


tho pledge, saying: 


"I repeat my personal assurances 


to you that tho United States will re- 
act very strongly and rapidly to any 
violation of tho agreement." 


Tho second letter said In part: 
"Should you decide, as I trust you

Increased tariffs on oil delayed 


President Ford agreed Wednesday to give Congress another 


month to work out its own energy conservation program, and an- 
nounced a delay until the end of May resumption of Increased 
tariffs on Imported oil. But Ford also set in motion a plan to lift 
present controls on domestic oil prices over the next two years, an 
action that could add fivo cents to tho average price of a gallon of 
Rasollno by mid-1977. Ford's decisions were announced by Federal 
Energy administrator Frank Zarb. 


GM hits gas-guzzling car tax 


A proposed tax on gas-guzzling cars could cost tho already depres- 


sed auto Industry up to one-half million jobs in the next five 
ycar», General Motors warned Wednesday. In a letter to Rep. Al 
Ullman, chairman of the House Ways and Means Committee, GM 
Chairman Thomas A. Murphy said the proposed fuel economy legis- 
lation did not take into consideration tho huge upheaval it could 
cause. 


At a news conference, GM Vice Chairman Oscar Lundin went 


oven further, saying tho auto industry atone would lose 175,000 jobs 
— more than half in Michigan — with the full ripple effect costing 
tho jobs of up to 500,000 workers. 


Task force calls for 19 air safety reforms 


A special task force called Wednesday for 19 specific air safety 


reforms. Including a procedure to spot check the performance ot 
alrllno pilots through unannounced examinations of cockpit record- 
Ings. The task force acknowledged pilots might react with hostility 
to its call for performance monitoring. But it said there is no other 
sure tool to guard against complacency making tho man in tho 
cockpit a weak link In tho safety chain.

Soviets unearth Kushan gold reserve 


Soviet archaeologists have unearthed a treasure they believe was 


tho gold reserve of the Kushun kingdom, which flourished in Cen- 
tral Asia between the third and first centuries before Christ, Toss 
said Wednesday. The find consists of marked gold bars weighing 
110 pounds. Students discovered the hoard when they explored a 
site marked as building 13 on the excavation plan of tho Dalvcrzin 
Tcpa dig in southern Ubckiston.

For Indochina tear victims 
Aid issue under review 


WASHINGTON, (UPI) - Congress 


revived the Indochina aid issue 
Wednesday with proposals to offer 
millions of dollars in relief for war 
v i c t i m s in Communist-controlled 
South Vietnam and Cambodia. 


While some congressional leaders 


tried to retool tho old humanitarian 
aid proposals to fit the new situation, 
one senator —Jacob Javits, R-N.Y.— 
recommended passage of the out- 
moded old bill in order to preserve its 
restrictions on presidential authority 
to order military evacuations. 


In the Senate, the Foreign Relations 


Committee unanimously approved a 
proposal authorizing $50 million in re- 
lief for war victims in Cambodia. Sen- 
ators said the committee decided to 
hold the proposal, however, until the 
House cither kills or passes the origi- 
nal $327 million Vietnam humanitari- 
an old bill. 


Sen. Dick Clark, D-Iowa, said he 


might amend the Cambodia bill to in- 
clude about $100 million for war vic- 
tims in South Vietnam. 


In the House, Rep. Thomas E. Mor- 


gan, D-Pa., chairman of the Inter- 
national Relations Committee urged 
that chamber to pass the original $327 
million old and evacuation bill in its 
entirety or draw up a replacement to 
old war victims in Vietnam and Cam- 
bodia. 


On Tuesday, as Saigon was falling 


and U.S. military helicopters were 
evacuating the last American offi- 
cials, the House suspended its sched- 
uled vote on the Vietnam aid bill at 
President Ford's request. 


That bill, already passed by the 


Senate, carefully defined and limited 
Ford's authority to use troops for 
evacuation of Americans and Viet- 
namese from the battle zone, author- 
ized money for that purpose and set 
aside $150 million for Vietnam human- 
itarian aid.

Ford proud 
of order to 
use military 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford authorized U.S. military icrcet 
to help thousands of South Vietnamese 
leave their doomed capital to save 
their lives and "is proud he did it," 
his chief spokesman said Wednesday. 


Ford took the action Tuesday with- 


out congressional approval of his 
request for revision of a 1973 law bar- 
ring use of American military forces 
in Indochina. Top administration offi- 
cials had said earlier that the law 
clearly had to be changed to permit 
such a move. 


But Press Secretary Ron Nesscn 


told reporters Wednesday In response 
to reporters' questions: "He did it be- 
cause those people would have been 
killed othenvise and he is proud h« 
did it." 


Meantime, a stream of Vietnamese 


refugees, many of them well dressed, 
well educated and well heeled, flowed 
into United States amid growing spec- 
ulation about how they were chosen. 


At Clark Air Base in the Philip- 


pines, 'an American sergeant said be 
walked though a barracks housing ref- 
ugees and "was propositioned three 
times by Vietnamese girls in their 
20's. I'm not saying I saw a brothel 
but it looked like one. It may just be 
'that they were propositioning me be- 
cause they need money," he said. 


Among the first Vietnamese to 


reach Camp Pendleton was pretty 
moil order bnde, 19-year-old Le Hang 
Ngoc Elder, who advertised for an 
American husband in a Saigon news- 
paper and got one — construction In- 
spector Thomas Elder, 48, of Santa 
Ana, Calif.

Bay area doctors hang up smocks in protest 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Doctors 


began 
leaving hospital operating 


roonu and hanging up their white 
smocks Wednesday In a strike aimed 
at skyrocketing malpractice Insurance 
rates. 


After the morning surgery schedule, 


many San Francisco Bay area anes- 
thesiologists went home and vowed to 
stay off tho job until Insurance pre- 
mium Increases scheduled to go Into 
effect Thursday arc lowered. 


"I just did my last case," said Dr. 


Everett Ellis, on anesthesiologist at 


Pacific Medical Center. "Most of us 
have already stopped working." 


Ho said the doctors would not un- 


dertake any surgery which could last 
bfyond the midnight deadline when 
their insurance policies expire. 


Hospitals wcro already restricting 


admissions and gearing down for the 
expected sharp curtailment of medi- 
cal services by doctors, especially 
anesthetists and surgeons, who are 
leading the protest. 


Ellis declined to say how many of 


tho area's doctors would icbiM to 


care for their patients, but he said, 
"A lot are closing their offices. 


"Most surgeons are going to be 


unable to perform surgery whether 
they wish to or not," Ellis said, be- 
cause they will not have anesthesia 
service. His group has agreed, how- 
ever, to provide one specialist for 
duty at each hospital to handle emer- 
gency cases. 


"A large percentage, a great num- 


ber of doctors, have quit practice," 
Ellis said. "This will create some dif- 


The doctors refused to call their 


concerted action a strike, but con- 
ceded it was an effort to spur govern- 
ment action to relieve their insurance 
problem. 


Doctors, especially anesthesiologists 


and surgeons, are facing insurance 
premium charges of up to $22,000 a 
year beginning Thursday, and some 
have vowed not to pay and to day 
home from their offices and hospitals. 


State legislators in Sacramento 


rushed action on measures which 
would temporarily freeze malpractice 


but passage before the show- 


down Thursday seemed unlikely. 


Hospital union officials have esti- 


mated as many as half the area's 
25,000 hospital workers will be laid off 
if the doctors go through with their 
walkout. Some hospitals warned they 
may be forced to shut down com- 
pletely. 


There was no indication how many 


doctors would stay home. John A. 
Drlscoll, head of the 4,000-member lo- 
cal medical society, said a "substan- 
tial" proportion of the area's physi- 
cians would refuse to work. 


Other sources indicated there might 


be enough anesthesiologists available 
to handle all patients 
requiring 


prompt surgery.

At 26, Brue Johnson, new principal 


of Marshall School in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, is younger than many of the 
teachers on his staff. • 


Hcvbecame, the youngest principal 


in Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 four 
weeks ago when he was named to suc- 
ceed Patricia Marshall, who died ear- 
lier this year. 


Johnson said he does not anticipate 


any problems because of his age. 


"I'm very people-oriented and I be- 


lieve people take you for what you 
are. Age is one thing but they'll also 
look at what I say and do," he said. 


He said he heard his age was dis- 


cussed by the teachers, who also re- 
viewed him for his position. 


"The acting principal here said thry 


were concerned about my age, but 
when they heard that I had taught in 
an open classroom and had worked on 
my doctorate, their general feeling 
was that I was professionally experi- 
enced despite my age," he said. 


"I decided as soon as I entered ele- 


mentary teaching that I wanted to be 
a principal. It w&s just a matter of 
time to get the background and expe- 
rience," he said. 


Johnson taught for two years In an 


open classroom in Fargo, N.D., while 
working towards his master's degree 
at Moorehead State College, Moore- 
head, Minn. 


HE IS WORKING on his doctoral 


dissertation from Northern Illinois 
University, DeKalb, where he was re- 
sponsible 
for supervising 
student 


teachers and was an Instructor for un- 
dergraduate and extension courses. 


He said he set a principal's position 


as his goal because "I get to work 
with youngsters but also fulfill my 
other goal — to lead a group of people 
on an agreed-upon direction." 


He said he is excited by the open 


classroom concept used at Marshall. 
After teaching In that setting, he said, 
"I decided wherever I went I would 
try to move in that direction." 


One advantage to the open class- 


room is that "teachers are always in 
view of other teachers. When you're 
in the open spaces it becomes easier 
to share youngsters and to commu- 
nicate more." 


He said the Parent Teacher Council 


at Marshall helped him during his 
first weeks in the district. 


"They're very concerned with the 


educational progress. In the absence 
of a full-time principal they assumed 
a lot of the burden to make the school 
function," be said. 


HE ENCOURAGES this kind of sup- 


port and parent involvement because 
he views the school as "an extension 
of the home. We have to work togeth- 
er." 


The school is a small society where 


students need to learn self-discipline 
and "how to cope with the adult 
world," Johnson said. 


He said the school must "set rea- 


sonable guidelines with reasonable 


consequences for failure to follow the 
guidelines." 
Students must 
know 


these guidelines and consequences, he 
said. 


W h e n a s t u d e n t runs into 


trouble, Johnson said he tries to talk to 
the student about the problem and 
tries to draw Ideas from the student 
on ways to avoid the problem in 
"hopes he will make a better choice 
In the future." 


He wants to leave this line of com- 


munication open with the students. 


"I want my office to be a warm 


place, a place where kids can feel they 
can come in," he said. 


Arlington urged to fight 
motor-racing exemption 


Arlington Heights village officials 


will be urged to oppose a state move 
to exempt motor racing from noise- 
pollution standards. 


The village's environmental control 


commission voted In a special meet- 
ing Wednesday night to seek the 
board's support to testify at an Illinois 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency 


hearing next Wednesday In Chicago 
dealing with the motor racing issue. 


The hearing will consider ex- 


empting motorcycle and auto racing 
from noise-pollution levels set by the 
EPA. 


An exemption could affect the vil- 


lage If motor racing is ever proposed 
In the near future at Arlington Park 
Race Track, some members said 
Wednesday. 


"The reason we are concerned 


about this Is because auto and mo- 
torcycle racing may one day be pre- 
sented to the community because 
there Is a facility that lends itself to 
it," Comr. Marilyn Macko said. 


THE COMMISSION will ask that 


the Environmental Protection Agency 
and Illinois Pollution Control Board 
reject exempting.the motor racing in- 
dustry from the standards and instead 
require the industry to apply for a 


variance from the noise regulations. 


In seeking a variance, the Industry 


technically would still be subject to 
EPA-lmposed restrictions. 


The commission put off action on a 


related matter which would have 
asked the village board to officially 
oppose a pending state bill which 
seeks to lift noise-pollution restric- 
tions on any sporting event. 


THE PROPOSED bill has already 


cleared a State Senate committee, but 
commissioners said they did not have 
enough information on the legislation 
now to justify recommending a village 
position on the bill. 


The bill would prohibit the appli- 


cation of EPA noise regulations to re- 
strict sporting events. 


Motor racing has not been held at 


Arlington Park since September 1971, 
when the Yamaha Gold Cup mo- 
torcycle event drew complaints from a 
number of track area residents. 


The village board later voted 


against Issuing future required spe- 
cial-use permits for motor racing, but 
commission members Wednesday said 
state-regulated motor racing noise 
standards should still be sought in 
case the village board should change 
Its position in the future.

They have deferred the vote pre- 


viously In hopes that the House would 
accept n recommendation by the 
House Rules Committee that the ERA 
bo ratified by a simple majority of 09 
votes. The requirement for approval 
by 107 members stems from a ruling 
by former House Speaker W. Robert 
Blair, R-Forcsl Park, who no longer 
Is a member of the House. 


DESPITE HOPES of ERA support- 


ers to overturn that ruling, they have 
decided to gamble on a 107-volo victo- 
ry to mold a floor fight on the House 
rules. They believe that several mem- 
bers who favor approval of ERA also 
feel that tlw three-fifths requirement 
for a constitutional amendment Is 
proper. 


ERA backers also fear that the 


amendment could become a bargain- 
Ing tool In the expected fight over a 
congressional redlstrictlng plan being 
pushed In the Illinois Gjncral Assem- 
bly by Chicago Democrats. 


If approved In the House today, the 


ERA proposal still would require rati- 
fication by the Senate, nhorc a three- 
flfthi majority also would bo re- 
quired. House backers believe they 
still are two or three votes short of 
the 30 needed In the Senate, but they 
hope approval In the House will sway 
a handful of "fcncc-slltcrs" in the 
Senate. 


Ratification by the legislature would 


bring to 33 the number of states which 
liavo approved the amendment. It 
must be ratified oy 38 of the SO states 
by March 1970 to become part of (ho 
Constitution. 


Two stales, Nebraika and Ten- 


nessee, have approved the amend- 
ment, but legislatures in those states 
since have voted to rescind their rati- 
fication. 


Illinois briefs 


call vote at a post-midnight meeting 
Wednesday morning. 


It makes possession of up to 30 


grams of pot a pelty offense. Rather 
than a prison term, the bill allows a 
judge to sentence a defendant to at- 
tend a "drug-abuse school" or fine 
him up to $100 or both. 


Illinois low permits a 30-day jail 


sentence for possession of 2.5 grams 
or less of marijuana. 


The new bill also provides that a 


defendant convicted of possessing 
marijuana for private use will have 
his arrest record erased after paying 
his fine. The bill retains Jail terms for 
pub Ic use of marijuana and traffick- 
ing In the drug. 


"The provisions are fair, but not 


permissive," said Rep. Harold Katz, 
D-Glencoc. "The young person will 
not go to Jail for smoking pot. Neither 
will ho receive a pass." 


Katz headed the subcommittee 


which rewrote the bill, originally 
sponsored by Rep. Leland Rayson, 
D-Tinley Park. That version, which 
fell one vote short of passing last 
week, would have removed from Illi- 
nois law all penalties for marijuana 
possession. 


House bans studded tires 


The Illinois House Wednesday voted 


to outlaw studded tires after March 
30,1976, taking the action in the face 
of a warning by federal officials that 
Illinois would lose all federal highway 
funds If studded tires aren't off the 
road by then. 


The House also approved a bill spon- 


sored by Katz allowing claims under 
workmen's compensation for partial 
loss of hearing. Now the hearing loss 
must be total. 


Kill open-meeting change 


The House killed a change in the 


Illinois Open Meeting Act that would 
have permitted closed hearings on a 
public employe's "performance, pro- 


motion, demotion, compensation or 
diidplinc." 


Hop. Donald Deuster, R-Mundeleln, 


said his bill is needed since "the 
media don't always respect privacy 
and they have no sense of self-rc- 
stralnt." 


Hartigan pal new senator

a member of the Illinois House. 


Michael Brady, 36, a supporter of 


the Equal Rights Amendment and 
gun-control legislation, replaced for- 
mer Democratic Sen. Esther Sapcr- 
stein in Chicago's 11 th legislative dis- 
trict. Mrs. Saperstein resigned to 
serve on the Chicago City Council. 


Democratic committeemen picked 


Brady unanimously Tuesday from a 


field of seven candidates. Hartigan 
was chairman of the nominating com- 
mittee. 


Brady never has been elected to 


public office, but has worked in the 
Chicago Democratic organizaton for 
15 years and has served as a precinct 
captain in the 49th Ward. 


"I hope to follow the lead of Sen. 


Saperstein," Brady said. "I have a lot 
of reading and learning to do."

"We're literally up to our fannies in 
alligators," said Ted Clark, wildlife 
director for Texas Parks and Wildlife 
Dcpt. An estimated 44 alligators per 
square mile Inhabit Jefferson County, 
and the gator population is increasing 
rapidly In 34 counties. A bill has been 
introduced in the State Senate to re- 
peal an earlier protective bill, and to 
give the Parks Dcpt. authority to 
manage the reptile population.

Whether the bill passes, dies in debate 
or quietly withers in committee, its 
summary will appear in each week's 
Digest at a cost of $10.10 a page. An 
average bill appears for 20 weeks and 
takes a half page — total cost, $101. 


Till: LEGISLATIVE 
Information 


System, a computer memory, also 
will report on a screen the status of 
hills by sponsor, number, committee 
and topic. It costs $161 to get nn aver- 
age bill Into that system and keep it 
up to date. 


About $340 now has been spent with- 


out any questions about the need for 
the bill. But It is ready for committee 
hearings where its cost zooms by an- 
other $100 to $600. 


Before the committee chairman in- 


vites the proud sponsor to explain his 
bill, each party's staff will have 
analyzed it. That costs between $28 
ami $300. 


ASSUMING THE bill survives the 


committee, it goes to the floor for 
amendments. But first a few other 
items arc rung on the cash register. 


Before a member con say one word 


about the bill on the floor, money is 
needed to post the measure in the ca- 
lendar — a dally booklet telling legis- 
lators which bills arc ready for ac- 
tion. Once the bill appears on the ca- 
lendar, It and the $13.75-a-page cost 
arc repeated dally until the bill passes 
or falls. 


Amendments frequently arc needed 


and the printer — remember him? — 
is happy to supply as many as the 
legislators want. He charges $6.63 a 
page for a House amendment and 
$6 54 a page for a Senate amendment. 


WHEN A BILL is ready for passage 


by cither chamber, $1.20 is spent to 
print 12 copies. 


By this time, the bill also has ap- 


peared at least twice in the Journal — 
the official record of House and Sen- 
ate proceedings. Because of differing 
type sizes used in that document, a 
bill costs $8.20 a page for typesetting. 
A typical bill takes four pages. And 
binding those four pages costs another 
$938. 


The bill has cost between $700 and 


$1,100 to get through one house of the 
legislature. Because some costs will 
not have to be duplicated in the sec- 
ond chamber, tho cost there will be 
slightly lower, with the final tab for 
an average measure working out to 
around $2,000. 


THE LEGISLATORS' salaries, 


Springfield and home district ex- 
penses, heating, lighting, janitorial 
service and other odds und ends oat 
up well over $10 million a year. 


If that cost is spread evenly among 


, the total number of anticipated bill in- 
troductions, the cost of the average 
measure soars by another $2,500. 


The total bottom-line cost — wheth- 


er to make the opossum the official 
state animal or to abolish death pen- 
alty — thus could be pegged at $4,000 
to $4,500.

Heart attack-or arrest? 


What Is the difference between a heart attack and a cardiac 


OITMl? 


The terminology is hopelessly confused. Tho term heart at- 


tack to not a medical term. It has come to bo used for problems 
mulling from a sudden blockage of an artery to tho heart muscle 
and usually means a mjocardinl infarction (damage to the heart 
muscle). 


Heart attack Is a term also used by the public for attacks of any 


sort that nro sudden and Involve the heart. That can include any 
number of different forms of heart irregularities, such as rapid 
heart action. It can mean a transitory pain correctly called angina 
pcctorls. 


A sudden attack causing damage to tho heart muscle (myocardlal 


Infarction) may also bo associated with a serious irregularity of tho 
heart called ventricular fibrillation This is tho one you seo on TV 
where the shock machine is used and big paddles arc applied to tho 
heart to get tho heart beat back to normal. This serious and life- 
threatening irregularity Is associated with no effective heart beat. 
The muscle literally twitches but doesn't contract. For this reason 
tc cplsodo Is often referred to as n cardiac arrest. This Irregularity 
can also occur without having heart musclo damage. It can result 
from inaequatc circulation to tho heart muscle from fatty-cholester- 
ol deposits even though the heart muscle is not damaged. 


THEN, TO MAKE matters worse, tho heart can just stop — 


totally and completely. This is true cardiac arrest. It can bo caused 
by reflex means. It is sometimes tho cause of a person fainting. 
Often the hoart resumes beating again on its own. 


When I first started testing jet pilots wo were healthy young men, 


1 wni startled to sec the number who had complete stoppage of tho 
heart with breath holding, or while being tested on a tilt table llko 
those seen on film strips of testing astronauts after space flight. 


Tho cardiac arrests sometimes lasted only a few seconds and 


sometimes did not even cause a faint. In other Instances they wcro 
associated with fainting. 


So. you can sco from the above why I say tho terminology is 


hopelessly confused. Cardiac arrest can mean at least two different 
things. Heart attacks can mean almost anything, including cardiac 
arrest which may not be an arrest at all but really ventricular 
fibrillation. Confused?

Mat means bad, as In tho word malodorous, maladjustment or 


malfunction. So it means bud absorption. U refers to poor ability of 
your digestive tract, specifically tho small intestine, to absorb food. 


When the poor absorption leads to an Inability to absorb impor- 


tant vitamins, particularly vitamin B-12, it may cause an anemia. 


Malabsorptlon problems often involve poor pancreas function. Or, 


should I say malfunction of the pancreas?

Herald opinion 
Let's outlaw 
secret trusts 


Several 
recent 
disclosures 


liavc demonstrated that the Illi- 
nois General Assembly's half- 
way reform of land-trust laws 
two years ago was not enough. 


Secret trusts arc still being 


used to hide conflicts of Interest 
and 
questionable 
deals. We 


again urge the legislature to 
abolish secret tnists and bring 
their owners out into the sun- 
shine where the public can look 
at them. 


The reform measure passed In 


1073 required disclosure of land 
trust owners in zoning cases and 
other instances where the land 
tntst applies for annexation or a 
building permit. 


Since then, major loopholes in 


the law have become apparent. 
It docs not require disclosure of 
secret ownership, for instance, 
when the land trust contracts to 
sell its property and the purcha- 
ser applies for the zoning. 


If the sale in such a Iransac- 


Thn

vr«»;y 


lion is not completed until the 
zoning Is approved, the secret 
trust owners are the major bene- 
ficiaries of the rczoning but can 
nonetheless remain hidden. 


The reform 
measure 
also 


apparently docs not require dis- 
closure of secret trust owners 
who buy land from government 
agencies. Streets and alleys can 
be vacated and sold to politi- 
cians hiding behind trusts with- 
out the public finding out. 


Another way trusts can be put 


to questionable use was illus- 
trated in recent charges that a 
Palatine attorney swindled a 
client out of at least $160,000 in a 
land-trust deal. 


The attorney, holding secret 


ownership of a land trust, alle- 
gedly bought 80 acres from the 
client through the trust while at 
the same time advising his 
client in the deal. Charges 
against the lawyer, contained in 
a lawsuit filed by the client's 
heirs, have not yet been heard in 
court. 


Unmasking secret land trusts 


would have no effect on their tax 
and estate benefits. It would 
simply end the potential for 
abuse by politicians and others 
who hide their interest for ques- 
tionable reasons. 


Illinois is one of only two 


states that allow secret land 
trusts. It's time for the legisla- 
ture to take the next step in the 
reform started in 1973 and out- 
law them. 


The lighter side 


McCarthy: again he's running

WASHINGTON - Dodge the sub- 


way construction Utter on Connecticut 
Avenue, find the unmarked door be- 
tween Tho Sewing Shoppe and the 
Soup-Er Cafeteria and ride the an- 
cient elevator three floors to the hush- 
ed, nearly empty suite of offices. 


There it is, McCarthy '76. 
Tho man is the same Eugene 


McCarthy, a touch grayer and a bit 
more baggy-eyed at age 59 but still 
displaying that odd mix of languid as- 
surance and suppressed outrage that 
made him a hero on college campuses 
and In liberal salons of the late 1960s. 


He no longer Is the organization 


Democrat who hungered for the vice 
presidency in 1964 and then sought to 
lead his party against its own Presi- 
dent In 1968. Today he is a political 
loner, sitting in a rented office bare of 
the trappings of the past. 


McCarthy is the presidential candi- 


date of the Committee for a Con- 
stitutional Presidency, which his 
friends created last summer. He calls 
it a "movement" rather than a politi- 
cal party. 


Ho appears weekly before student 


forums, citizen groups and living 
room receptions where the faithful 
still revel in McCarthy's stylo — the 
wry digs at orthodox politicians, acid- 
dipped observations on the follies of 
government, the cool confidence In 
the rectitude of his views. 


McCarthy does have a plan for 1976, 


to'get his name on the presidential 
ballot in every state and then "con- 
front" the two major party candi- 
dates. 


His purpose, he says, is two-fold: 
• To challenge state laws that often 


require candidates to have the sup- 


port of a conventional political party, 
and sometimes freeze out all but 
Democrats and Republicans. 
"• To force other candidates to dis- 
cuss the present political process, 
which he believes has distorted the In- 
tentions of the Founding Fathers, and 
how they would conduct the office and 
use the power they are seeking. 


EUGENE MCCARTHY 


McCarthy questions the methods 


both Democrats and Republicans use 
to select presidential candidates. He 
objects to campaign finance laws that 
limit individual contributions and fa- 
vor the established parties In dis- 
bursing public campaign funds. 


"The question of procedure and how 


you operate, especially the presiden- 
cy, in my mind Is almost as Important 
as where you may stand on the criti- 
cal issues that face the country," 
McCarthy says. 


"They ought to say who they would 


appoint attorney general and Trea- 
sury secretary ... and perhaps even 
who they would appoint to-the Su- 
preme Court If they had the opportu- 
nity during their terms," he said in a 
recent interview. 


His own choices, he said, would re- 


flect his concern over personal liber- 
ties and an economy which not only 
nurtures jobs and business but takes 
into account energy needs, conserving 
resources and protecting the environ- 
ment. 


McCarthy believes both political 


parties have ducked the personal free- 
dom issue by shying away from abor- 
tion, privacy, drugs and amnesty. 


On the economy, McCarthy is 


scathingly critical of his former fellow 
Democrats. 


"They are trapped in their own be- 


liefs in what they stend for," he said. 
"I don't count the Republicans for 
much; they are passive, negative. But 
toe Democrats for the most part are 
just re-running the old New Deal, ho 
says. 


In Canton, N.Y., recently, McCarthy 


spoke of Vietnam, his big issue in ear- 
lier campaigns, and its lessons for 
U.S. foreign policy. 


"Our foreign policy should be a pro- 


jection of our internal strengths and 
ideals, rather than something dictated 
hy Internal political needs and fears," 
he said. 


"The record shows that many politi- 


cal leaders continued to support the 
Vietnam involvement, despite their 
private misgivings, because they 
feared a resurgence of the anti-Com- 
munist hysteria of the early 1930s. 


McCarthy favors a heavy American 


humanitarian and economic aid for 
Indochina because "the United States 
bears a special responsibility" for the 
damage the people and the land have 
suffered. 


McCarthy seems confident he will 


gain a national audience for his views 
when the 1976 campaign heats up, but 
also indifferent to his showing at the 
polls. When it is suggested he risks 
being stereotyped as just another per- 
ennial presidential candidate like So- 
cialist Norman Thomas, McCarthy 
merely shrugs. 


He has an answer for those who ask 


why he persists in politics, and char- 
acteristically he uses the words of 
Plutarch. 


"They are wrong who think that 


politics is like an ocean voyage or a 
military campaign, something to be 
done with some particular end hi 
view, something which leaves off as 
soon as that end Is reached," be said. 


"It is not a public chore, to be got 


over with. It is a way of life. It is the 
life of a domesticated political and so- 
cial creature who is born with a love 
for public life, with a desire for honor, 
with a feeling for his fellows. And It 
lasts as long as need be."

but is he a real candidate?

It Is difficult to take seriously as a 


presidential candidate a man who 
chooses, as the symbol of his cam- 
paign, the aardvark. 


And, indeed, Eugene McCarthy, the 


gentle former senator from Minnesota 
— despite his role in recent political 
history of the nation — does not seem 
to take himself very seriously. 


Yet there he Is, on a night when the 


wind and the rain come in such a 
raucous force as to nearly drown out 
his laconic voice, lecturing a gather- 
ing of faculty and students on Ameri- 
can history at, of all places, Oakton 
Community College, in Morton Grove, 
Illinois. 


McCarthy is the man who might 


have become vice president in 1964, 
had he possessed the drive and the 
party influence of his fellow Mln- 
nesotan, Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey. 
Ho is the man around whom the anti- 
war sentiment crystallized in 1968, ul- 
timately forcing President Lyndon 
B. Johnson to abandon hope or reelec- 
tion. He is the only man ever to have 
defeated a member of the Kennedy 
dynasty in an election, outpolllng Rob- 
ert F. Kennedy In the 1968 Oregon 
presidential primary. 


Now he Is seeking the presidency 


again, without the old of the Demo- 
cratic Party, in which he served as 
congressman 
and senator 
for 19 


years. So tills must be taken as a 
campaign speech, here In a converted 
warehouse before perhaps 300 long- 
haired, Levi-clad student and pipe- 
puffing "profs" on the junior college 
campus which one visitor describes as 
the elephant's graveyard of the radi- 
cal student movement of the late 
1960'S. 


But there is only passing mention of 


the great anti-war crusade, of the per- 
iled economy, the energy crisis, the 
dangers of pollution or other issues 
which will become the focus of the 
1976 presidential campaign. 


The subject for the night is the writ- 


ing of Alexis de Tocqueville. 


McCarthy's loyalists hall him as a 


man of vision, who was among the 
first to sound the warnings of disaster 
in Vietnam, of crisis in energy, of 
devastation of the environment, of 
corruption through concentration of 
power in the presidency. 


Tonight he is echoing another man 


of vision who predicted, hi the 18th 
century, three great tests which the 
budding republic would encounter. 


Do Tocqueville, says McCarthy, 


foresaw that the first test of the last- 
Ing freedom of the United States 
would come when it developed a mili- 
tary power "more than needed to 
meet the immediate needs' of 
society." 


Today, he says, the American mili- 


tary has become "a republic within a 
republic," with its own budget of $100 
billion, its own foreign policy, its own 
intelligence system, and "the largest 
retail system next to Sears" — the 
Post Exchange. 


This nearly autocratic military, 


with "contingency plans for every- 
thing — which all supposedly lead to 
victory" — has led America into re- 
peated misadventures, McCarthy 
charges. "If we had not had the mili- 
tary might we had, we might not have 
gotten involved so deeply in Viet- 
nam." 


He also cites de Tocqueville's warn- 


ing of the development of corporate 
entitles, which today control 80 per 
cent of the economic life of the coun- 


try. "Why are there 20 million poor 
people?" he asks. "Why are there 
seven million unemployed? Because 
corporations argue that they have 
limited consciences, and that is the 
way we have created them." 


Finally, says McCarthy, de Tocque- 


villc warned of factionalization of the 
country, and that, he says, is what we 
have in the system of loyalties to the 
two-party system. "There ii nothing 
in the Constitution which anticipated 
the two-party system," he declares. 


So the politican-poet-phiiosopher 


from Minnesota is setting out to chal- 
lenga the two-party system wilh his 
own "movement." But hovering over 
his movement is the aardvark, which 
as he says "evolved from nothing, 
and evolved into nothing."

'Time to overhaul underpasses9

WASHINGTON - The Ford Admin- 


Istrotlon feels the time has come for 
tin extensive overhaul of federal regu- 
latory agencies. 


Tho idea, the President says, Is (o 


promote more competition by allow- 
ing greater flexibility in regulated in- 
dustries that may have been some- 
what stifled by overly light controls. 


I'm not sure exactly what form 


these chances will take but I under- 
stand one target for reform Is the con- 
troversial Underpass Clearance Com- 
mission. 


When the UCC was established In 


1789 to regulate the powerful under- 
pnss Industry, an agency of this sort 
made sense. 


Individual states nl that time had 


widely varying standards of under- 
paw clearance. New York, for ex- 
ample, might require a 9-foot clear- 
ance whereas Connecticut would re- 
quire 11 feet. 


Thus a 10-foot vehicle, say a 4-foot 


wagon with a 6-foot load of hay, trav- 
eling from Connecticut to New Jersey 
would be In a heap of trouble when it 
passed through Now York. 


By adopting and enforcing uniform 


clearances for underpasses used by 
vehicles In Interstate travel, the LCC 
performed a valuable service. 


But critics insist the agency has 


long since outlived Its usefulness and 
now tends to hold down competition 
among underpass builders. 


Let's say the clearance approved by 


the UCC is 17 feet. Some underpass 
construction company erects an un- 
derpass with that amount of clearance 
on the outskirts of the city. 


In the normal course of dog-cat-dog 


competition, another company would 
then come along and erect a 20-foot 
underpass alongside the 17-footer. 


Obviously, however, if 17 feet was 


the legal limit, nothing could be 
gained by building a rival underpass 
with Identical clearance. 


Thus the public is deprived of the 


opportunity of choosing between un- 
derpasses. 


I'm told that some of the big under- 


pass companies love this cozy ar- 
rangement, for it spares them the rig- 
ors of competition and permits them 
to operate under quasi-monopolistic 
conditions. 


Another point made by UCC critics 


Is that underpass regulation blocks 
progress in vehicular height. As long 
as clearances are held to 17 feet, 
truckers can't build vans that are 87 
feet high, which they surely would do 
If the regulation were lifted. 


And, finally, there are complaints 


that federal controls make it difficult 
for the underpass Industry to meet the 
challenge of the unregulated overpass 
Industry, which Is rapidly luring ve- 
hicles away from underpasses.

Convention decided to replace the 
elected state school superintendent 
with a state board ot education, 
proponents of the move believed there 
would bo several advantages. 


The chief advantage was that the 


Iward would not be motivated by the 
kinds of partisan politics that plagued 
n stalo superintendent who hod to run 
for election. In addition, It was hoped 
that the board would bo able to pro- 
fessionalize the state education office 
by hiring a top superintendent and re- 
moving the office employes from po- 
litical considerations. 


NOW THAT THE state board has 


been operating for awhile, It is clear 
there U another advantage to having 
t h e board. Discussions of con- 
troversial issues are being hold In 
public board meetings instead of in 
private conferences between the su- 
perintendent and those Involved.

work involved a testing firm, Comput. 
cr Psychometric Affiliates, which has 
received $1 million from the state to 
develop tests that some experts con- 
sidered questionable.

Government seeks share of state revenues: Ribicoff 
' 


Bill would exempt lotteries, ticket sellers from U.S. taxes 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - Son. Abra- 


ham A. Rlblcoff, D-Conn., offered leg- 
islation Wednesday exempting state 
lotteries from a 2 per cent tax on rev- 
enues and ticket sellers from a $500 
occupational tax. 


Rlblcoff said the taxes, not yet im- 


posed by the U S. Treasury Dept., arc 
designed to allow the government to 


rake in port of the revenues earned 
by the states from their lotteries. 


"I'm simply not going to stand by 


while the Treasury Dcpt. scoops off 
an extra percentage," Rlblcoff said, 
pointing to the amount of taxes Amer- 
icans already pay to their govern- 
ment. 


Riblcoff said if the taxes are Im- 


L posed they will drive the state lot- 
teries out of business. 


He said if the 2 per cent levy Is 


imposed, Connecticut alone would 
havb to cough up $2 million, while 
about 3,300 ticket vendors would have 
to shell out about $1.5 million if the 
occupational tax is applied. 


The Senate last year approved legis- 


lation exempting states from an even 
higher 10 per cent excise tax on lot- 
tery revenues and a $50 occupational 
tax on ticket sellers. The bill stalled 
In the House, however. 


Later the House lowered the excise 


tax from 10 to 2 per cent, but raised 
the occupational tax from $50 to $500 
over Rlbicoff's objections.

An architect can help you design and build that dream home

The house you've always wanted may be within reach 


If you're willing to put your patience and your money 
on the line. That's the opinion ot Vcrn Chase of Chase 
Associates, architects In DCS Plalncs. 


Chose said the new-home buyer seeking on individ- 


ualized homo has several alternatives. 


• Visit the project homes In the area where you'd 


like to live. Look at the model homes, and go over the 
plans with the builder to determine whether changes 
con bo made. 


• Talk to general contractors. They may agree to 


build on your lot, with plans drawn up by a recom- 
mended architect or an Independent architect. 


• Check the services offered by residential archi- 


tects. Home buyers who go this route may serve as 
their own general contractors, hire a general contractor 
or pay the architect to do the Job. 


Chase concedes that he has a preference for the third 


alternative. Families may hesitate to call on an archi- 
tect for service because they believe the service Is only 
for the very rich, Chose said, but good design Is impor- 
tant to buyers on a budget. 


"You're a service profession. All architects aren't on 


cloud nine," Chose sold. "Many will design within a 
budget. 


"I recommend that people come up with ideas, write 


down their requirements and set a budget. If an archi- 
tect can visualize what they want at the first meeting, 
ho can tell them If they're being realistic," he said. 
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STARTING POINT: Potential clients ihould contact 


several architect! before they decide to 90 ahead 


with design plans, said Vorn Chase of Chase Asso- 
ciates. Service and foes charged by architects vary.

Permits for multi-family housing 


dropped 62 per cent during March 
compared to March 1974 figures, from 
1,812 to 689 permits. 


The combined totals of permits Is- 


sued for single-family and apartment 
units, in the first three months of 1975, 
decreased 33 per cent from the per- 
mits reported for the same period last 
year, reaching only 3,837 from the 
5,778 in 1974. 


New homes get building warranty 


Ten thousand new homes in the U. 


S. arc enrolled in a 10-year buyer pro- 
tection plan as a result of voluntary 
participation by 1,100 builders in tho 
nationally Insured Homeowners War- 
ranty Program. 


Tho program was developed by tho 


National Assn. of. Homo BuMsrs in 


1974. In Illinois, there are councils 
that represent Chicago area and state- 
wide building firms. The warranty 
a g r e e m e n t that protects owners 
against major structural damage is 
guaranteed by the builder for two 
yean and national insurance the fol- 
lowing eight yaan. 


CHASE ADVISES home buyers to call on several 


residential architects before they decide to go ahead 
with design plans. The architect's fee and housing 
styles preferred by the design* professional vary, "and 
it's important to establish a friendly atmosphere," 
Chase said. 


One of the first things the client should discuss with 


an architect is professional fees. A flat fee or a fee 
that's based on a percentage of the home value may be 
charged for plans. Chase said an architect may charge 
$20 to $35 an, hour for design work, then an added fee 
for the working drawings. 


For example, preliminary drawings might cost $200 to 


$300. A fee of one;pcr cent of the estimated construction 
cost would be $450 on a $45,000 house. 


An architect may discuss design plans with potential 


clients for a short period of time, at no charge. "But an 
architect doesn't like to be used," Chase said, "by 
people who take your Ideas and leave." 


An Initial payment may be required by the architect, 


with the remainder of the fee to be paid upon com- 
pletion of the working drawings. "Whether or not they 
go ahead, the architect is paid," Chase said. Although 
he has designed homes valued up to $210,000, the great- 
est demand for service Is In the $60,000 to $75,000 range. 


THE TRADITIONAL method of setting fees is a mu- 


tually agreeable percentage of the construction cost, 
said Wilbert Hasbrouck, executive director of the Amer- 
ican Institute of Architects, Chicago. Hasbrouck said 
this method is losing favor as architects and clients 
question the viability of charging fees based on a cost 
that is subject to change. 


Alternative fee schedules may be based on the actual 


costs of professional work, multiplied by a mutually 
agreeable factor. A professional fee plus expenses may 
be charged, or a lump sum be requested. 


Price alone should not determine the choice of an 


arcliltcct, Hasbrouck said. "Say you want a $50,000 
house. You interview three architects, one who charges 
$5,000, one who charges $4,500 and one for $500. You 
may choose tho cheap one but all you get is $500 worth 
of work. All you'll get is the plans and nothing else." 


Hasbrouck seconds the notion that potential clients 


should check several architects before they sign an 
agreement for plans. "Make certain the architect you 
employ is fully qualified to do the work you require," 


he said. "The client should understand what he will do 
and what It will cost." 


ONCE YOU'VE decided to go ahead, Chase said, the 


architect will likely request a retainer of up to 15 to 20 
per cent of the total fee. Then the clients will sit down 
with the architect for a scries of discussions. Chase 
sold it's helpful if the clients have sketched a few ideas 
for layout and the exterior design of the house they 
have in mind. It's a good starting point for further 
plans. "You should hove mutual discussions with the 
husband and wife when its's possible," Chase said. 


The next step is the completion of working drawings 


for the house and the application for a building permit. 
Specifications or "specs" should spell out materials and 
fixtures that are requested by the clients. 


Chase said the architect should give an estimate of 


approximate construction costs. The only way to nail 
down the figure is to get bids oh the project, however. 
The client can choose a general contractor, hire the 
architect as general contractor or go it alone. Serving 
as your own general contractor "takes a great deal of 
patience and a good sense of humor," Chase said. 


THE EXPENSE of a lot or larger acreage for the 


building site is a separate expense. A buyer may work 
with a general contractor or architect in the selection 
and siting the house on the property. 


Chase advised buyers to allow six weeks of meetings 


with the architect and completion of drawings. A month 
may be necessary for bidding on the house. Construc- 
tion time may range from a few months to more than a 
year. 


The payoff for the patient home buyer is a house that 


is designed with individual needs in mind, Chase said. 
Both the interior and exterior appearance as well as the 
use of space will be suited to a family's requirements. 


"A well designed home that functions properly will 


almost have to be an aesthetically appealing house." 
Hasbrouck said. "Architecture is the subdivision and al- 
location of space. It's the spaces between the walls that 
Is the architecture." A well-desicned house will offer 
convenience and expanded use of living areas, he said.

II. Thomas Dunck. president of the 


Illinois Savings and Loan League, 
said the mu.it Important thing about 
VHMs for home buyers Is that they 
would lend to make home ownership 
available to moru people. 


Variable rate mortgages are home 


loans with Interest rates that fluctuate 
up and down with changes In money 
rates generally. If money rates rise, 
the Interest on your mortgage would 
go up too; and If they fall, your home 
loan rate would cmmc down. 


The federal 
Home Loan Bank 


Board has proposed that federal sav- 
ings associations be allowed to offer 
VHM», which are commonplace In 
Britain and some other countries. 


"Public acceptance of VHMs here 


would help moderate the 'boom or 
bust' money cycles that have crippled 
the home-building industry," Dunck 
said. 


"This would make it easier for any- 


one to get n home loan of any kind. 
And It would bolster the market for 
existing homes and condominiums, 
making It easier to sell your home for 
a fair price later." 


Dunck said the current housing 


slump, which saw IUT4 starts drop at 
the highest rale since 
104.1, was 


caused by Inflation. Interest rates got 
so hig Hint savers took money out of 
home-lending Institutions to invest in 
hlehcr-pnylng government obligations. 


He said that if lenders had enough 


VHMs In their portfolios, they could 
have retained some of this money by 
boosting VRM mortgage rates so as to 
pay higher rates to savers. 


lie added that VRMs would also at- 


tract other lenders into the home loan 
field and would give VHM borrowers 
an Incentive In pay ahead on their 
IOIIIH during an 
Inflation, 
further 


swelling the mortgage money supply. 


"Home buyers should also recognize 


that VHM's arc a two-way street, and 
that loan rates will drop when Interest 
rates go down," Dunck said. 


"With a regular fixed-rate mort- 


gage, you would be locked in lit the 
higher rate unless you were willing to 
go through the (rouble and expense of 


refinancing your loan. 


"And to induce borrowers to accept 


VHMs, lenders may have to offer 
more generous loan terms or a lower 
initial rate." 


Under the Federal Home Loan Bank 


Board's proposal, VHM interest rates 
could change no more than 2Vj per 
cent abovo the original contract rate. 
There is no limit on decreases. 
Changes would have to be at least six 
months opart and no change could be 


more than one-half per cent at a time. 


The VRM rate would be linked to a 


money rate index beyond the lender's 
control. Rates would be adjusted by 
changing 
monthly 
payments, 
the 


length of the loan term or both. 


"With these and other borrower 


safeguards, VRMs deserve a chance 
to prove themselves in the market- 
place," Dunck concluded. "And if 
enough home buyers accept them, a 
stronger housing market will result."

beans, but kidney bean* are delicious 
too, baked In the same fashion. 


When making the beans and bread 


for the lame meal, steam the bread In 
the oven while the beans aro baking. 
This eliminates top of the range cook- 
Ing and saves fuel. Also, a tip for cut- 
ting the bread: old-fashioned cooki 
make neat slices by drawing n string 
around the hot loaf, crossing ends, 
and pulling them to cut off slices. 


BOSTON BAKED BEANS 


2 pounds dried pea beans 
2 quarts water 
'j pound fat salt pork 
2 teaspoons salt 
1 cup molasses 
1 teaspoon dry mustard 
2 tablespoons brown or 


white sugar 
Wash beans, discarding Imperfects. 


In large saucepan cover with water. 
Bring to boll and boll 2 minutes. Re- 
move from hc.it and let soak one hour 
more. Return to heat and boll until 
skins burst when you take a few on 
tho tip of a spoon and blow on them 
(about 30 minutes). Drain, reserving 
cooking water. 


Cover salt pork with boiling water 


and let stand 2 minutes. Drain and cut 


1-Inch gashes every 14-Inch without 
cutting through the rind. 


Put beans In a 2-qunrt bean pot or 


casserole. Push pork down Into beans 
until all but the rind Is covered. 


Combine salt, molasses, mustard 


and sugar with 1 cup cooking water 
from beans. Bring to boil and pour 
over beans and pork in pot. If neces- 
sary, add enough more bean liquid to 
cover beans. Cover pot and bake 6 
hours at 250 degrees. Add additional 
bean liquid or water as needed to 
keep beans moist. Uncover the last 
hour of baking so that the rind will be 
brown and crisp. Makes about 10 
servings. 


BOSTON BROWN BREAD 


V4 cup rye meal or 


all-purpose flour 


Mi cup cornmcal 
Vi cup coarse whole 


wheat flour 


1 teaspoon baking soda 
Vt teaspoon salt 
3/8 cup (7 tablespoons) 


molasses 


7/0 cup milk 
Vt cup raisins (optional) 
Mix dry Ingredients in bowl. Add 


molasses, milk and raisins. Stir until 
b l e n d e d . Pour Into well-greased 
1-quart mold. If it docs not have its 
own lid. cover with heavy duty alumi- 
num foil and tic with piece of string. 
(A good substitute for a commercial 
mold Is a one-pound coffee can.) 
Place on a rack in a deep kettle. (Tho 
ccntcrlcss canning jar screw tops 
work nicely If there Ls no rack which 
fits the kettle.) Add boiling water to 
come halfway up around the mold. 
Steam about 3 hours over low heat. 
Take mold from water, remove cover 
and set In 300-dcgrce oven for IS min- 
utes to dry out somewhat. Slice and 
servo hot with butter. 


To steam in oven, use a kettle 


which has handles that can go Into the 
oven. Steam 3 hours. Remove from 
boiling water and take off cover and 
dry out in 250-dcgree oven for about 
20 minutes. 


Chicken in the pot best 
when dumplings served 


Sometimes 1 get the yen for con- 


coding a complete one-dish meal and 
when I do it's likely to be this Molly 
Goldberg recipe for chicken In the pot 
with kneldlach (dumplings). 


This is best made with a stewing 


hen of about S pounds, although you 
can use a plump broiler of less weight 
reducing cooking time accordingly. 
Wash and disjoint the chicken and 
place In a deep saucepan including 
neck and giblets. Cover with 10 cups 
water. Bring to boil, then skim tho 
top. 


Cover and cook chicken over me- 


dium heat for one hour. Skim again, if 
necessary, and add 1 large onion 
sliced, 2 stalks celery cut into bite- 
sized pieces, 2 scraped carrots also 
cut Into bite-sized pieces, 1 parsnip 
(or a potato) peeled and chunked, 4 
sprigs fresh parsley, and 1 tablespoon 
salt. 


COOK FOR AN additional hour or 


until chicken is very tender. Mean- 
time prepare tho kneldlach. Beat to- 
gether 2 egg yolks, h teaspoon salt 
nnd 2 tablespoons melted shortening. 
Add li cup matzo meal (available in 
most supermarkets), and mix well. 
Beat 2 egg whites until stiff, then fold 
In thoroughly. 


Cover and put Into tho refrigerator 


for at least 10 minutes. 


When chicken is tender- strain off 


tho broth, keeping chicken and vege- 
tables hot, into a separate saucepan. 
Wet the hands and form 2-inch balls 
from tho dumpling preparation. Drop 
Into tho boiling broth. Cover and cook 
for 20 minutes.

This may be served as a soup with 


dumplings and chicken pieces in large 
heated bowls, or you can put chicken 
and vegetables on a plate, top with 
dumplings, and serve the hot broth in 
a cup. Serves four generously. 


ANOTHER CHICKEN dish which I 


find easy and delicious is for oven- 
baked broilers. This recipe serves six. 
Select three small whole broilers cut 
in half, reserving neck and giblets for 
another purpose. 


In a bowl combine 2!-j teaspoons 


salt, 1 tablespoon powdered ginger 
and 1 minced clove of garlic (or gar- 
lic powder to your tasto). Wash broil- 
er halves and pat dry. Sponge thor- 
oughly with Vi cup lemon juice, then 
rub seasoning mixture Into the broil- 
ers and set aside for at least two 
hours. 


Place broilers in a large greased 


baking pan. Peel and slico thin 2 me- 
dium onions and place over the chick- 
en. Pour over Vi cup melted butter or 
margarine and boko in a 400-dogreo 
oven for 
45 minutes, basting 


frequently with the pan Juices.

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Learn the Continental way 


Who says you're not a gourmet? 


by KAREN THOMPSON 


! There I was, at the entrance to the 
Continental Cooking School. Me, the 
Interim food editor, who knows all 
Ibout ilzlng pictures and laying out 
pages, but who considers a ham- 
burger hotdlsh or on egg salad sand- 
wich a passing meal. 


' The spacious kitchen was sparkling 
clean, unlike mine which Is big 
enough for one comfortably and Is 
usually piled with a few dishes from 
last night's on-lhc-run dinner. 


Behind the long, white bar, at his 


station midway between the chopping 
block and the stove, was Gene Krctz, 
our Instructor, In his tall pinch- 
pleated chef's hat and Immaculately 
while starched coat. 


SEATED IN FRONT of liim were 


eight of us, four men, four women 
and all members of the basic gourmet 
class hungering for that perfect roiix, 
a Hollandalse sauce that will bring 
cheers from guests, or a managcablo 
technique for handling a clumsy pas- 
try bag. 


The Continental Cooking School, lo- 


cated at 1144 S. Elmhurst ltd , Mount 
Prospect, Is a new phenomenon In the 
area. The school opened In February 
and offers four, six-week courses In 
gourmet cooking, basic through ad- 
vanced, on a onc-a-wcck basis. Spe- 
cialty classes, such as ethnic cooking 
and hors d' ocuvrcs, arc scheduled 
throughout the year. Ilcldo Buchloh of 
Germany also teaches at the school. 


Owner Al Zcllcr, formerly from 


Switzerland, describes his school. 
"Participation at Continental Cooking 
School Is more than attending a class. 
It Is n social activity as well as on 
educational experience." 


OUU KIHST project of (ho evening 


was Oranges Au Grand Marnier, a 
simple but most Impressive dessert. 
Members of the class took turns car- 
ving out oranges and although their 
technique left a bit to be desired, yet, 
Gene assured them that It just takes 
practice. 


If practice is the secret, then wo 


could call Krctz "Mr. Gourmet." He 
started In the food service business In 
Zurich and Lucerne, Switzerland, 
moving on to Swift and Co , the Palm- 
er House, United Airlines and Mar- 
riott to name a few. He currently 
leaches at the Continental Cooking 
School evenings and Jollct College 
during the day, but will ho a full-time 
Instructor in Mount Prospect In May. 


"You have to have a lot of feeling In 


cooking," Krctz told us In his Eu- 
ropean accent while he nonchalantly 
sliced off a 2-ounce piece of butter 
with no measuring device. 


WHILE THE oranges were freezing 


and my mouth was watering, wo 
moved on down tho menu to Bisque 
D'Homard, a fine, cream lobster 


Artichoke is 
dinner treat 


Tho artichoke has been called a 


"finger vegetable" because it Is eaten 
that way, much In tho manner of 
plucking a daisy when saying "ho 
loves me, he loves me not." 


To prepare artichokes, wash them. 


Cut off stems at base and remove 
small bottom leaves. U desired, trim 
tips of leaves and cut olf about 1 Inch 
from top of artichokes. Stand upright 
In deep saucepan largo enough to hold 
snugly. Add V< teaspoon salt for each 
artichoke and 2 to 3 inches boiling wa- 
ter. Add 1 tablespoon lemon juice. 
Cover and boll gently 30 to 45 minutes 
or until base can bo pierced easily 
with a fork. (Add a little more boiling 
water 
If needed.) Gently spread 


loaves and remove choko (thistle por- 
tion) from, center of artichokes with 
metal spoon. Turn artichokes upside 
down to drain. 


When cooked, tho base of each arti- 


choke leaf Is edible. Just pluck It off 
and dip It In a savory sauce such as 
smooth Hollandalse or melted butter 
zlngy with fresh lemon Juice.

CLASS MEMBERS at Continental Cooking School, 
gat a bird's oye view of techniques involved in 


soup. The class was far ahead of me 
on this one as they had learned the 
basics of cream soups at an earlier 
session. 


As Krctz moved effortlessly through 


the motions, the class related stories 
of their experimentation at homo. 
"Mine (roiix) doesn't come out 
thick . . . You could make snowballs 
with mine." One elderly man admit- 
ted that his wife follows him around 
tho kitchen with a rag and a broom. 
Needless to say, we were all a bit re- 
lieved when "Mr. Gourmet" had a 
slight accident. Ills comment: "Accl- 
dents happen to everyone now and 
then." 


IXTERSPEHSED with the cooking 


lessons are tidbits of Information on 
cutting food costs, short cuts, shop- 
ping tips and side trips Into the origin 
of certain foods and traditions. One of 
the most Important Ingredients in 
cooking, said Krctz, is "thinking 
ahead ... organization." 


Students arc encouraged to adapt 


and expand upon both the recipes giv- 
en out in class and their own. 
Classes range In price from $24 to 
$107. 


From there wo moved on to Veal 


Tenderloin Princess and Bouquctlcrc 
of Vegetables. And then tho best part 
... the class got to cat everything 
that was made, wlno was served and 
we didn't even have to do the dishes. 


gourmet cooking. The easy step-by-step method of 
teaching used takes guesswork out of the kitchen.

Loosen Flan around 
edge of dish with knife and turn out 
onto serving dish; top with orange 
segments.

Coldness Is tho most Important fac- 


tor In keeping milk unspoiled and safe 
to consume. Milk should bo refrig- 
erated promptly after purchase and 
after each use. In warm weather, 
don't store it in the trunk of your car. 
Get It homo and refrigerated as soon 
as possible. 


It is also Important not to mix 


warm milk with cold. Never pour left- 
over milk back into the original con- 
tainer. Keep container closed to pre- 
vent absorption of other flavors and 
aromas and keep it dark to preserve 
flavor and vitamin B2 content.

Protestant Ethic still dominant 


How American family views self, country

Thirty-seven per cent of Amer- 


ica's families, a new study shows, 
may bo losing faith in the Ameri- 
can dream: a homo of their own, 
college for the offspring, financial 
security in retirement. 


The report on the American 


Family and Money, released this 
week in New York, also showed 
that the distressed families and 
some others In the future could 
expect the government to see to It 
that everyone has a good job and 
a decent standard of living. 


Fifty per cent in the survey, In 


fact, agreed with a statement ex- 
pressing such an expectation — 
"the psychology of entitlement." 


THE SURVEY WAS conducted 


by Yankclovlch, Skclly and White 


Inc. and involved a scientific 
cross-section of families. Commis- 
sioned by General Mills Inc., the 
study took place during the mid- 
winter of 1974-75 — the lost Inter- 
views being in January. 


What emerged as "heartening 


news" was this: 
"... a picture of the great 


strengths and adaptive capabi- 
lities of the American family." 


In meeting the current econom- 


ic strain and facing an uncertain 
future the family Is "showing 
flexibility, sturdiness and vital- 
ity." 


Interestingly, "The Protestant 


Ethic" and "working wives" are 
twin forces keeping many families 
afloat financially — despite the 
faltering economy. 


"The Protestant Ethic continues 


to dominate the value structure of 
the American family," the report 
noted. 


"Fifty-six per cent of all Ameri- 


cans arc strongly committed to 
such traditional beliefs as 'duty 
before pleasure,' 'hard work pays 
off,' religion and 'saving even if it 
means sacrificing.'" 


ON WORKING wives, the report 


said: 
"... many families ore meeting 


hard times... by having the wife 
go to work. Wives are working — 
either full time (26 per cent) or 
part time (IS per cent) — in four 
out of 10 families surveyed. 


The study also turned up 


some evidence that inflation and 
recession could be slowing down 
.changes in male-female family 
roles which were taking place un- 


der Impetus of the women's move- 
ment. 


"Our data suggest that when in- 


comes decline, the husband's role 
as provider and decision maker Is 
reinforced. 


"Among our sample of families, 


61 per cent could be classified as 
households In which husbands and 
wives have a partner relationship. 
We labeled the remaining 39 per 
cent as 'macho.' 


"The macho group believes that 


it is Important for the husband to 
be the main provider and the 
main decision maker, and that 
women should not work unless it 
is absolutely necessary." 


The study suggests 
families 


need help in setting up and stick- 
ing to budgets; use of credit, how 
to repair products and how to 


stretch the life of clothing, furni- 
ture, household goods and au- 
tomobiles. Help finding fun thlnjfs 
for the family, things not costing 
money. 


In the course of the survey fam- 


ilies were asked to check off, in 
order of priorities, items and ser- 
vices fitting their definition of a 
luxury. The top luxury: having a 
new car. Paying someone to do 
housework was No. 2, and "taking 
a vacation each year," No. 3. 


MAJOR CHANGES which fami- 


lies say they are making in ways 
they do things these days include 
cutting down on electricity, stay- 
Ing borne more, not eating in res- 
taurants, restricting purchases of 
c l o t h i n g and gifts, repairing 
things that once would have been 
thrown out. 


"Offsetting concerns about fi- 


nancial security is an embracing 
sense of satisfaction with self, 
with the individual's own ability 
to handle problems and with the 
way the family works together," 
the report noted. 


"Tied to these sentiments is a 


recognition that there is equality 
of sacrifice in the family, that no 
one family member is being asked 
to 'give up' more than another. 


"This ties in closely with what 


appears to be a diminishing belief 
that parents should 'sacrifice' for 
their children. 


"Indeed, today only one out of 


three of parents (33 per cent) 
holds strongly to this point of 
view."

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Tour reveals what really goes into sausage 


There's no doubt about It, tho Amer- 


ican meat Industry has como a long 
way since I lie days of the "muckra- 
ke rs" — forerunners of today's con- 
sumer Journalists, who exposed the 
filth o( Chicago's meatpacking houses 
nixl brought about government regu- 
lations to Insure cleanliness and 
quality In meat processing. 


This reporter recently had opportu- 


nity to tour two meal processing 
plants operated by Swift and Co.: the 
dry sausage and Drown 'n Serve saus- 
age plants In St. Charles. 


I've long been fond of all kinds of 


sausage, but at the same time I've 
often wondered what It's IiEALL,Y 
mmlo of. (You know the dark talcs — 
eyeballs. Intestines, etc!) 


SO, WITH A wary eye I entered the 


dry sausage plant. First, our group 
was led Into a conference room and 
asked to don while paper trousers and 
coats and while hardhats. Then we 
proceeded to the production area. 


Before we got very far, we were all 


asked to wash our hands at a sink in 
tho processing room. Already, It was 
apparent from looking around that tho 
placo was spotless from floor to cell- 
ing. In fact, the floor was wet in 
many places from frequent wash- 
downs, and the stainless steel machin- 
ery all shone. 


At the loading dock we saw the 


meat being brought In — fresh red 
beef and pork In large bins. The meat 
a p p e a r e d to be trimmings,-but 
nonetheless wholesome-looking. All of 
It is Inspected upon arrival by Swift 
technicians and, If there is any ques- 
tion of freshness, by a U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Inspector who 
works at the plant full-time. 


ALL OK IT Is tested by x-ray for fat 


content, as Is the sausage mixture lat- 
er on, so that specified levels of fat 
arc not exceeded. In the case of 
Drown 'n Servo sausage, fat content 
before cooking is held at 47 per cent 
(government regulations set the max- 
imum at 49 per cent), and the cooking 


process brings ,the level down to 40 
per cent for the packaged product. 
Home heating then cooks off still a bit 
more fat. 


Next, the bins of beef and pork arc 


automatically hoisted and dumped 
into a huge meat grinder, much like 
the cast iron grinders people used In 
their kitchens before blenders. The 
meat goes' through several grinding 
and mixing processes, and further 
down the line, large bags of premixed 
spices arc added, along with "liquid 
smoke" for some varieties of smoked 
sausage. Liquid smoke is not a syn- 
thetic additive, but a condensed form 
of real smoke. 


WHEN THE MIXTURE Is com- 


plete, it is extruded by machines into 
casings and strung up on planks. 
The sausage is allowed to ago for 24 
hours to enhance the flavors, and then 
it Is hung in chambers of controlled 
temperature and humidity to cure. Af- 
ter that, It is transferred to a different 
chamber tb dry. All of the products

It calls for thorough, pains- 
tuklng effort. Everything has to be 
cleared out, shelves washed and 
dried, anything Infested tlirtmn away. 
In >our case, you may not be using a 
slronK enough spray. Unless it has re- 
sidual power, It will not act the eggs 
that may hatch. Government pesticide 
exports recommend a spray with 2 
per cent malathlon. 


When jou put things back, every- 


thing in the cereal lino should go in 
glass or metal containers with screw- 
on llcli. Many tape a bay leaf Inside 
the covers for extra precaution. Wee- 


vils supposedly are repelled by the 
smell. Do It right the first time, keep 
ever watchful, repackage cereals 
when they get Into your kitchen and 
you'll live happily without these pests.

summer sausage, salami, etc. — arc 
ready to cat and will keep indefinitely 
unrcfrigeratcd. 


In the Brown 'n Serve sausage plant 


we were obliged to wash and sanitize 
our hands a number of times along 
the tour, and to wipe our feet on sani- 
tizing mats. (Both plants arc kept at 
appropriately cool temperatures, too.) 


THE SAME MIXING process is fol- 


lowed, but then the little breakfast 
sausages arc formed by a Swift-pat- 
ented machine that zips out 170 a min- 
ute after which a conveyor belt car- 
ries them through a steam heat oven 
and a dry heat oven. 


At this point, the sausages are thor- 


oughly cooked, and visitors may be 
offered a juicy morsel hot off the as- 
sembly line. The sausages are then 
deep-frozen In seven minutes and 
packaged.

Cumberland Terr, 
seeks flood relief

More than ISO residents of the Cum- 


berland Terrace area have asked Des 
Plaines officials to take steps to dclcr 
flooding In (ho subdivision. 


The residents have presented a peti- 


tion to the City Clerk Eleanor Rohr- 
bach asking tliat the city council au- 
thorize Installation of a control valvo 
to prevent sower backups during 
heavy rainstorms. 


While some residents' homes have 


Buffered flooding problems for years, 
recent heavy rainstorms caused prob- 
lems for some homes that have never 
had any water or sower backups. 


JOHN LOTZ. 2S3 Woodbrldgo Rd., 


said he has been talking with city offi- 
cials for several years about the 
flooding problems. 


"I guess we arc one of tho lowest 


areas In the city," Lotz said. The sub- 


division Is south of Golf Road near 
Wolf Road. 


Lotz said area residents became 


more concerned after the recent 
heavy rains, but said, "I think we got 
some satisfaction from tho officials 
during a meeting earlier this week." 


Ellis Perl, assistant city, engineer, 


Wednesday said tho city will conduct 
a study of the area to determine tho 
extent o( the flooding problems. 


He noted that a control valve, sim- 


ilar to the devices Installed on some 
of the city sewer lines, probably 
would not be adequate to handle prob- 
lems in the area. 


PERL SAID City Engineer Robert 


Bowcn has proposed the installation of 
a lift station in the neighborhood to 
help case the problems. 


"The study is a high priority matter 


with the engineering department," 


Vehicle-maintenance 
contract postponed 


Perl said. Ho could not estimate how 
long the review might take or the cost 
of any flood control or sewer work in 
the area. 


Perl noted that part of the problem 


In the area Is that some homes have 
combined storm and sanitary sowers. 


The combined sewer systems tend 


to back up more easily In heavy rain- 
storms than separate storm and sani- 
tary sewers. 


PERL SAID the city's study of the 


Cumberland Terrace area also will 
examine the combined sewer system. 


"We want to make a complete study 


to look at the over-all situation 
there," he added. 


He said that once the study Is com- 


pleted it will be turned over to the 
city council's sewer and water com- 
mittee for action. 


The city has tunneled most of the 


$870,000 it has received in the past 
three years through the federal reve- 
nue sharing program into flood con- 
trol and sewer separation projects. 


Tho DCS Plaines Police Committee 


Wednesday night postponed a decision 
on awarding of a contract for mainte- 
nance of city vehicles. 


Tho dispute arose last week after 


tha city council awarded the contract 
for the maintenance work to Peterson 
Safety Service, 644 Person St., even 
though tho firm was not the low bid- 
der. 


Wednesday night's meeting was 


called after the low bidder, DCS 
Plaines Chrysler-Plymouth, 622 E. 
Northwest Hwy., protested to city offi- 
cials. Although the police committee 
took no action, sotno members In- 
dicated they favor rejecting all bids 
on the work and rcadvcrtbing. The 
matter will bo considered by the full 
city council Monday night. 


Des Plaines Chrysler-Plymouth sub- 


mitted a bid of $0.00 an hour for labor 


on city vehicles and IS per cent above 
cost for parts. Peterson submitted a 
bid of $10 per hour for labor and 25 
per cent above cost for parts. 


ALD. KENNETH KEIIE, 2nd, rec-

A key witness In the extortion case 


against County Republican Chairman 
Floyd T. Fullc also Is a witness in the 
federal probe of payoffs In the remod- 
eling of tho Illinois Capitol Building In 
Springfield, it was disclosed Wednes- 
day. 


The witness, plumbing contractor 


William Adams, has accused Fullo, a 
county commissioner, of extorting 
130,000 to Influence county zoning of 
the Old Madrid apartment complex in. 
Palatine.

At a U. S. District Court hearing 


Wednesday on tho charges against 
Fulle. It was disclosed that the U. S. 
Attorney's office In Springfield (ought 


Justice Dcpt. approval in January for 
Adams to get immunity In return for 
his testimony in the Capitol in- 
vestigation. 


The immunity request for Adams 


was contained in a letter from Assist- 
ant U. S. Atty. Donald MacKay in 
Springfield. The letter, attached to a 
Fullo defense motion, immediately 
was Impounded by U. S. District 
Court Judge Abraham L. Marovitz af- 
ter prosecutors protested that it 
should not be made public. 
. Adams is head of William Adams 
Engineering, 3911W. North Ave., Chi- 
cago. 


THE FIRM HAS received more 


than $928,597 from the Illinois Capital 
Development Board since mid-1970. 


Adams has billed the state 43 times 
for work that may have Involved re- 
modeling of the Capitol Building. 


Marovitz Wednesday granted a mo- 


tion by Assistant U. S. Atty. Howard 
M. Hoffman to drop a perjury charge 
and an income-tax exasion charge 
against Fulle in connection with tho 
alleged Old Madrid shakedown. 


The complex, annexed to Palatine 


after it received county zoning, was 
built by Scllergren, Inc. Adams was a 
subcontractor. 


H O F F M A N ASKED that the 


charges be dropped after Adams 
changed his story about how $10,000 of 
the $30,000 allegedly was paid to 
Fulle. The original indictment said 
the payoff was made in January 1971, 


but Adams now contends it occurred 
in May or June 1971. 


"He made an honest mistake," 


Hoffman said, "He came to our office 
and volunteered that he made a mis- 
take." 


Hoffman said Fulle could be rein- 


dieted on perjury 'and tax charges 
by using the new date, "but we felt 
that wasn't fair." The decision to drop 
the charges was approved by.U. S. 
Atty. James R. Thompson, he said. 


"I said several weeks ago that the 


government witnesses were lying," 
Fulle told reporters after the hearing. 
"Beyond any shadow of a doubt, Mr. 
Adams is lying. 


"Who is he fooling?" Fulle asked. 


"He actually perjured himself before 
the grand jury." 


FULLE. 6G6 LAUREL AVE., Des 


Plaines, is scheduled to begin trial 
June 2 on charges that he received 
$59,000 In zoning payoffs between 1968 
and 1971 Involving Adams and devel- 
oper Thomas Origcr. 


Hoffman said Adams will testify 


that he gave Fulle $20,000 in 1970. He 
said Adams also will testify about the 
$10,000 payoff, which allegedly oc- 
curred in Maine Township GOP head- 
quarters in Des Plaines, to show "in- 
tention." 


Fulle's attorneys, Arthur Zimmer- 


man and William Jacobs, were denied 
inspection of Adam's testimony before 
the federal grand jury investigating 


county zoning. Marovitz said the 
statements will be given to Fulle the 
day before Adams testifies. 


I n c l u d e d with Fulle's motion 


Wednesday was a copy of a letter 
from MacKay that requested immun- 
ity for Adams. When Hoffman pro- 
tested that the letter was released in 
Marovitz's chambers, not In court, 
Marovitz impounded the document. 


"We just don't want to affect what's 


going on down there (in Springfield)," 
Marovitz said. 


FEDERAL PROSECUTORS have 


said Adams has not received immun- 
ity from prosecution, for testimony in 
the Fulle case.

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Parents rap open-class techniques 


The open classroom, a teaching 


method becoming Increasingly popu- 
lar In tho Northwest suburbs, Is being 
questioned by parents at Bond School 
In Mount Prospect. 


Parent* are asking about tho cffcc- 


UvencM of the three-year-old program 
ot modified open classroom. They say 
young children need closer teacher su- 
pervision to learn the fundamentals of 
reading, writing and arithmetic. They 
also complain that children aren't 
being disciplined or motivated under 
tho open system. Parents question the 
wisdom of having students work at 
different tasks during the same class 
period. 


"I think we'ro a conservative dis- 


trict," said Glenn Erickson, Bond 
principal. Many River Trails Dist. 28 
residents moved to tho area from Chi- 
cago, where they were used to a tradi- 
tional gradcd-achool system, Erickson 
said. 


"I think there Is a lack of knowl- 


edge about tho modlfled-opcn pro- 
gram," Erickson sold, noting that few 
parents have visited Bond since tho 
district's only open program began 
there In 1973. This Is also a carry over 
of traditional backgrounds, Erickson 
said. "In Chicago, parents never visit 
tho schools. Here, we encourage it," 
ho said. 


IN THE 
BOND program, 
tho 


school's 280 students are divided into 
IhCro ungraded units: primary, lower 
Intermediate and upper Intermediate. 
Children are assigned to a unit by 
age. Within each unit, there arc class- 
ro6m teachers who share teaching re- 
sponsibilities, instructional aides who 
work with individuals or small groups 
of children, and clerical aides who do 
paper work. There Is a total of 21 
adults working full-time with Bond pu- 
pil;, Erickson sold, a comparable 
number to other Dist. 26 schools. 


When Bond's staff originated tho 


open program In 1972, it was out of "a 
dcslro to provide a more individ- 
ualized program for our students," 
Erickson sold. A scries of meetings 
ware held In the spring of 1972 to ex- 
plain I ho coming program to Bond 
parents, ha said. 


'!\Vo wanted Individualized Instruc- 


tion because we realized that not all 
children fit tho mold. Traditional 
classes are not for everyone," Erick- 
son said. 


Erickson said that open education is 


not for everyone. "Children that don't 
do well in tho open format are always 
going to bo a problem, but we've at- 
tempted to provide more structured 
alternatives In our present program," 
ho s.ild. "Somo kids are in a very 
structured Individualized program," 
Erickson said. 


KIUCKSON 
ALSO acknowledged 


dkcipllno problems that developed In 
the first two years of tho program. 
"But as ono parent said, sho is In the 
school this year and the discipline is 
iff per cent better than It'was last 
year. Wo team from our past mis- 
takes," ho said. 


Despite tho program's admitted 


faults. Erickson and his staff defend 
tho format. 


"Wo didn't say It was on academic 


program. It's an attlludlnal one. 
You're working for tho child's feeling 
about education, which Is the basis for 
his future schooling. It's much moro 
Important that we teach him how to 
learn, not what to learn," Erickson 
said. 


IIOND PARENTS havo said ele- 


m e n t a r y-ogod children can't bo 
trusted to decide what they should 
learn or how they should learn It, but 
Erlckson disagrees. 


"It's a matter of learning to ask the 


right questions. You don't ask a child, 
'Do you want to do your math?'. You 
ask 'Do you want to do your math 
before or after recess?' Unfortunate- 
ly, you can't leave learning to make 
choices until college," Erickson said. 
"A child has got to develop this. It 
doesn't magically happen at ago 14. 


"In some homes, children arc given 


few or no choices. Somo people would 
like to sec tho kids In straight rows 
with all their books open to page 32," 
Erickson said. 


But Erickson estimates that only 


about 10 per cent of Bond's parents 
feel this way. In the lost two years, 
three children have transferred to oth- 
er district schools from Bond, but 12 
to 15 students havo transferred to tho 
school because of Its open program, 
Erickson said. 


Erickson said lie thinks this says 


something about the appeal of giving 
children responsibility for themselves. 
"After all, how many years do you 
want to havo to tell your child to put 
his dirty socks In tho hamper?"

Citizens Utilities Co. has asked the 


Illinois Commerce Commission to re- 
consider a 38.5 per cent sewer-rate in- 
crease rejected by the commission in 
March. 


The commission granted Citizens a 


sewer rate Increase last August from 
$3 to $0 a month, but turned down the 
subsequent request by Citizens to 
boost the rates another $2.18 a month, 
month. 


Citizens Utilities also Is challenging 


n commission decision to reconsider 
sewer and water rate Increases ap- 
proved last year. The firm has filed 
an appeal In downstate Sangamon 
County, and the matter will be heard 
in the Circuit Court. 


This has delayed commission hear- 


ings into the water and sewer rates, 
which have been combined with hear- 
ings on the quality of Citizens Utilities 
water and sewer service. The com- 
mission wants to determine what ef- 
fect rate Increases have In Improving 
service. 


THE RATE Increases approved last 


year, in addition to doubling the sew- 
er charge, boosted water rates 16.5 
per cent. 


Residents testifying at hearings on 


the quality of Citzens Utilities service 
have been critical of the utility com- 
pany, complaining about rusty and 
sandy water, water outages and low 
pressure. 


The Illinois Pollution Control Board 


is expected to conduct a hearing next 
month into a State's Attorney's office 
charge that Citizens Utilities Co. is 
not providing safe and clean water to 
Its customers in the Mount Prospect 
area. 


CITIZENS UTILITIES serves 2,350 


homes in northeast Mount Prospect 
and 500 homes in unincorporated Way- 
clndcn Park near Des Plalnes. 


Mark Goldstein, Illinois Commerce 


Commission, said the next hearing on 
Citizens Utilities service is scheduled 
for 10 a.m. May 13, He said the com- 
mission staff plans to wrap up Its pre- 
sentation on service quality, and said 
residents arc welcome to testify. 


Goldstein said he may have to seek 


a legal briefing on the impact of the 
S a n g a m o n County appeal before 
scheduling any hearings on the old 
rate case. 


Attorney Raymond Peterson repre- 


senting the Village of Mount Pros-

2 charges against county GOP chairman dropped 
Fulle's accuser linked to Capitol payoff probe

A key witness In the extortion case 


against County Republican Chairman 
Floyd T. Fulle also Is a witness In the 
federal probe of payoffs In the remod- 
eling of the Illinois Capitol Building in 
Springfield, it was disclosed Wednes- 
day. 


The witness, plumbing contractor 


William Adams, has accused Fulle, a 
county commissioner, of extorting 
130,000 to influence county zoning of 
the Old Madrid apartment complex In 
Palatine. 


Al a U. S. District Court hearing 


Wednesday on the charges against 
Fulle. It was disclosed that tha U. S. 
Attorney's office in Springfield sought 


Justice Dcpt. approval In January for 
Adams to get Immunity In return for 
his testimony In the Capitol In- 
vestigation. 


The Immunity request for Adams 


was contained In n letter from Assist- 
ant U. S. Atty. Donald MacKay in 
Springfield. The letter, attached to a 
Fulle defense motion, immediately 
was Impounded by U. S. District 
Court Judge Abraham L. Marovltz af- 
ter prosecutors 
protested that it 


should not be made public. 


Adams Is head''of William Adams 


Engineering, 3911 W. North Avc., Chi- 
cago. 


THE FIRM HAS received more 


than $928,897 from the Illinois Capital 
Development Board since mid-1070. 


Adams has billed the state 46 times 
for work that may have Involved re- 
modeling of the Capitol Building. 


Marovltz Wednesday granted a mo-, 


tion by Assistant U. S, Atty. Howard 
M. Hoffman to drop a perjury charge 
and an Income-tax exnsion charge 
against Fulle In connection with the 
alleged Old Madrid shakedown. 


The complex, annexed to Palatine 


after it received county zoning, was 
built by Sellorgren, Inc. Adams was a 
subcontractor. 


H O F F M A N ASKED that the 


charges be dropped after Adams 
changed his story about how $10,000 of 
tho $30,000 allegedly was paid to 
Fulle. The original Indictment said 
the payoff was made in January 1971, 


but Adams now contends it occurred 
in May or June 1971, 


"He made -an honest mistake," 


Hoffman said. "He came to our office 
and volunteered that he made a mis- 
take." 


Hoffman said Fulle could be rein- 


dieted on perjury and tax charges 
by using the new date, "but we felt 
that wasn't fair." The decision to drop 
the charges was approved by U. S. 
Atty. James R. Thompson, he said. 


"I said several weeks ago that the 


government witnesses were lying," 
Fulle told reporters after the hearing. 
"Beyond any shadow of a doubt, Mr. 
Adams is lying. 


"Who is he fooling?" Fulle asked. 


"He actually perjured himself before 
the grand jury."

The origins of the Mount Prospect 


' Park District's golf course give It an 
exclusive nlr despite the fact it is 
Jammed with Rollers season round. 


It's not unusual for golfers to get 


turned awny from the course. The 
popular links arc so crowded in the 
summer, said Park Director Thomas 
W. Cooper, that even season-pass 
holders arc often unable to tec off. 


Last year, 53,000 rounds of golf

were played at the Mount Prospect 
Country Club, 600 S. Sec-Gwun Ave., 
and park officials say this Is near the 
saturation point. 


"I suppose you can go up to'60,000 


(rounds)," Cooper said. "But that's 
almost a maximum use of a golf 
course." 


As a result, ilic golf course also Is a 


moneymaker. Last year, the course 
brought In about $170,000 — $50,000 
more than expenses. This figure does 
not Include the $125,000 needed to pay 
off the bonds issued in 1961 to pur- 
chase the golf course. 


Nonetheless, Cooper said the golf 


course Is "a real boost for the park 
.district." He said that although the 


bonds will not be paid off until 1981, 
the course already helps the district 
pay for programs that do not gene|ate 
enough money to pay for themselves. 


"It's helped out the park district 


and the people considerably," he said. 


IN loot, residents who opposed the 


park district's purchase of the Mount 
Prospect Country Club feared that 
they would end up subsidizing golf 
course operations. Owners of the club 
even warned residents through public 
notices that they would carry the fi- 
nancial burden if the purchase refer- 
endum were successful. 


night from the start, however, the 


galf course brought in more money 
than it cost. In the first year ot oper- 
ation, the course took in more 
than $29,000 over expenses. 


"There isn't anybody in town who 


can say they arc subsidizing the golf 
course," Park Board Pres. Robert T. 
Jackson said. 


Wliilc district residents still are 


paying for the $1,203,900 purchase of 
the golf course, Cooper said there will 
bo a substantial change in park fi- 
nances when the bonds arc paid off in 
I'Jiil. 


'•It won't be a profit, but it will 


show up on the people's tax bill in 
what you don't have to pay any- 
more," he said. "There should be a 
big decrease in '81 if everything is as 
it is today." 


Cooper said only a new referendum 


would keep the tax rate at its present 
level. 


PARK OFFICIALS attribute the 


heavy use of the course to a decrease 
in the number of area golf courses 
while population is increasing. 


"As time goes on, we have more 


people wanting to use the course be- 
cause there arc fewer courses oper- 
ating in the area," Cooper said, 
noting the development of housing 
projects on some courses. "Mission 
Hills (near Northbrook) is gone now, 
and those people arc looking for a 
place to golf." 


Most use of the golf course comes 


from season-pass holders, who pay up 
to $130 a year for the right to play 
throughout the season. Cooper said 
two-thirds of the use comes from sea- 
son-pass 
holders, 
while one-third 


comes from those who pay dally fees.

"Most of those do not sec anything 


else in the park district except a golf 
course," Cooper said, when asked to 
describe the avid park district golfers. 


Cooper said he does not expect the 


golf course to bring in as much money 
this year as in the past. He said in- 
flation is increasing the cost of oper- 
ating the course while revenues are 
not rising. 


As a result, he said park board 


members are looking at course oper- 
ations "to close every loophole so that 
it is paying Its own way." 


Board members arc looking for

Club founded 50 years ago, went public in 1961 


BUILT IN THE 1920s, tho golf course 
clubhouse, now also a community cen- 
ter, it a reminder of the days when Axel 


Lonnquist was developing the course as 
part of a real estate promotional gim- 
mick. The building has been remodeled 


several times, and the park district is 
planning another renovation. 


Mount Prospect Country Club 


had its beginnings as a promotion- 
al gimmick dreamed up by Chi- 
cago real estate man Axel Lonn- 
quist. 


In 1925, Lonnquist purchased 650 


acres of farmland, 
which he 


planned to develop into a model 
community. The plan was "to 
make Mount Prospect a home 
city, second to none, with parks 
and community playfields, a mod- 
el community center planned for 
s o c i a l get-togethers, bowling 
greens and tennis courts," accord- 
Ing to the May 8, 1925 edition of 
the Cook County Herald. 


Lonnquist offered each lot buyer 


membership in the 
Ncf-thwest 


Hills Country Club, the* original 
name of the course. After devel- 
oping several homes, Lonnquist 
opened a nine-hole golf course in 
1926 and expanded the course to 
18 holes in later years. 


The course was open to others 


in the area on a daily fee basis 
because many of those who pur- 
chased lots did not build homes 
there immediately. 


As part of the project, Lonn- 


quist also erected the present 
clubhouse in 1929, and a smaller 
cottage which later became a cad- 
dy house. 


DURING THE DEPRESSION, 


Lonnquist lost the property, as did 
many of those who had bought 
lots along the golf course. A local 
real estate man, Harold Wilson, 
took over. He remodeled the club- 
house and continued the devel- 
opment. 


The country club continued to 


operate on a semiprivate basis, 
drawing heavily on 
Arlington 


Heights and 
Chicago. Golfers 


could either pay daily fees or join 
the club for $60 a year. 


In 1951, Henry Sophie of Chi- 


cago purchased the course and op- 
erated it on a semiprivate basis 
with his two sons. . 


Residents living along the golf 


course became interested in con- 
verting the club to a membership- 
only basis. In January 1959, Rich- 
ard Hauff and Associates purchas- 
ed property for a private club. 


HAUFF WAS A colorful figure. 


He reportedly was brought to the 
United States by a group of Amer- 
ican engineers who found him 
wandering in the deserts of Iran. 
He was adopted by a Mount Pros- 
pect family, played on the golf 
course and became an amateur 
golf star. 


W h e n Hauff purchased the 


course upon returning from Las 
Vegas, there was a great deal of 
speculation about where he got 
the money for the country club. 
Those questions never were an- 
swered. 


After remodeling the clubhouse 


and redesigning the golf course, 
Hauff's operation of the country 
club went bankrupt in August 
1960. 


The Mount Prospect Park. Dis- 


trict made its first pitch for the 
property Oct. 15, I960, when a $1.1 
million referendum for purchasing 
the course was defeated. 


IN APRIL 1961, however, the 


park district won voter approval 
for purchase of the course from 
Orlando P. Colamatteo. After fil- 
ing 
condemnation proceedings, 


the park district paid Colamatteo 
$1,203,900 for the property.

2 charges against county GOP cliairman dropped 
Fulle's accuser linked to Capitol payoff probe

A key witness In the extortion case 


against County Republican Chairman 
Floyd T. Fulle also Is a witness In the 
federal probe of payoffs in the remod- 
eling of the Illinois Capitol Building In 
Springfield, it was disclosed Wednes- 
day. 


The witness, plumbing contractor 


William Adams, has accused Kullc. a 
county commissioner, of extorting 
$30,000 to influence county zoning of 
the Old Madrid apartment complex In 
Palatine. 


At a U. S. District Court hearing 


Wednesday on the charges against 
Fulle, it was disclosed that the U. S. 
Attorney's office in Springfield sought 


Justice Dcpt. approval in January for 
Adams to get Immunity In return for 
his testimony in the Capitol in- 
vestigation. 


The immunity request for Adams 


was contained In a letter from Assist- 
ant U. S. Atty. Donald MncKoy in 
Springfield. The letter, attached to a 
Fulle defense motion, immediately 
was Impounded by U. S. District 
Court Judge Abraham L. Marovitz af- 
ter prosecutors protested that it 
should not bo mode public. 


Adams Is head of William Adams 


Engineering, 3911 W. North Avc., Chi- 
cago. 


THE FIRM HAS received more 


than $928,397 from the 'Illinois Capital 
Development Board since mid-1970. 


Adams has billed the state 48 times 
for work that may have involved re- 
modeling of the Capitol Building. 


Marovitz Wednesday granted a mo- 


tion by Assistant U. S. Atty. Howard 
M. Hoffman to drop a perjury charge 
and an income-tax exaslon charge 
against Fulle In connection with the 
alleged Old Madrid shakedown. 


The complex, annexed to.Palatine 


after it received county zoning, was 
built by Sellcrgren, Inc. Adams was a 
subcontractor.

H O F F M A N ASKED that the 


charges be dropped after Adams 
changed his story about how $10,000 of 
the. $30,000 allegedly was paid to 
Fulle. The original Indictment said 
the payoff was made in January 1971, 


but Adams now contends it occuircd 
in May or June 1971. 


"He made an honest mistake," 


Hoffman said. "He came to our office 
and volunteered that he made a mis- 
take." 


Hoffman sold Fulle could be rein- 


dieted on perjury and tax charges 
by using the new date, "but we felt 
that wasn't fair," The decision to drop 
the charges was approved by U. S. 
Atty. James R. Thompson, he said. 


"I said several weeks ago that the 


government witnesses were lying," 
Fulle told reporters after the hearing. 
"Beyond any shadow of a doubt, Mr. 
Adams Is lying. 


"Who is he fooling?" Fulle asked. 


"He actually perjured himself before 
the grand jury." 


FULLE, GGG LAUREL AVE.. Des 


Plalnes,. Is scheduled to begin trial 
June 2 on charges.that he received 
$59,000 in zoning payoffs between 1968 
and 1971 involving Adams and devel- 
oper Thomas Orlger.

Creek blockage a flood threat? 


Blockages of Salt Creek caused by 


debris arc creating extra workloads 
for Palatine village employes and pos- 
ing a flooding threat to residents. 


Trustee Robert J. Guss Jr. esti- 


mated public works crews spent 80 
man hours breaking up a blockage in 
the west branch of Salt Creek during 
the latest rainfall. 


"That blockage didn't come from 


attrition, it was man made," Guss 
said. He said the problem is people 
leaving grass, tree or shrub clippings 
along the banks of the creek. The de- 
bris is either thrown in the creek by 
juveniles or is washed into the creek 


during a rainstrom, he said. 


"If these people have any regard 


for the people in Palatine who have 
flooding problems from overland 
drainage they should be responsible 
enough not to do it (leave debris on 
the banks)," Guss said. 


Palatine has an ordinance prohibit- 


ing dumping in the creek but it is dif- 
ficult to enforce because its hard to 
catch residents in the act of dumping 
debris in the creek, Guss said. Guss 
added the village offers unlimited 
pickup to residents and all they have 
to do is bundle the cuttings and leave 
them at the curb.

The origins of the Mount Prospect 


Park District's goU course Rive it an 
exclusive nlr despite the fact II is 
jammed with golfers season round. 


It's not unusual for golfers to get 


turned away from the course. The 
popular links arc so crowded In the 
summer, said Park Director Thomas 
W. Cooper, that even season-pass 
holders arc often unable to tee off. 


Last year, 53,000 rounds of golf 


THERE ARE special leagues set 
up for men and women at the golf 
course, with time tot aside for 


both senior citizens and 
agers to play on the links. 


toon- 


ucrc played at the Mount Prospect 
Country Club, 600 S. See-Gwun Avc., 
and park officials say this Is near'the 
saturation point. 


"I suppose you can go up to 60,000 


(rounds)," Cooper sold. "But that's 
almost a maximum use of a golf 
course." 


As a result, the golf course also Is a 


moneymaker. Lost year, the course 
brought in about $170,000 - $50,000 
more than expenses. This figure does 
not include the $125,000 needed to pay 
off the bonds issued in 1961 to pur- 
chase the golf course. 


Nonetheless, Cooper sold the golf 


course Is "a real boost for the park 
district." He said that although the 
bonds will not bo paid off until 1981, 
the course already helps the district 
pay for programs that do not generate 
enough money to pay for themselves. 


"It's helped out the park district 


and the people considerably," he said. 


IN 10G1. residents who opposed the 


park district's purchase of the Mount 
Prospect Country Club feared that- 
tliey would end up subsidizing golf 
course operations. Owners of the club 
even warned residents through public 
notices thst they would carry the fi- 
nancial burden If the purchase refer- 
endum were successful. 


Right from the start, however, the 


gDlf course brought in more money 
than it cost. In the first year of oper- 
ation, the course took 
in more 


than $29,000 over expenses. 


"There isn't anybody in town who 


can say they arc subsidizing the golf 
course," Park Board Prcs. Robert T. 
Jackson said. 


While district residents still arc 


paying for the $1,208,000 purchase of 
the golf course, Cooper said there will 
be a substantial change in park fi- 
nances when the bonds arc paid off in 
19111. 


"It won't be a profit, but it will 


show up on the people's tax bill In 
what you don't hove to pay any- 
more," he said. "There should be a 
blR decrease in '81 if everything is as 
it is today." 


Cooper said only a new referendum 


would keep the tax rate at its present 
level. 


PARK OFFICIALS attribute the 


heavy use of the course to a decrease 
in the number of area golf courses 
while population is Increasing. 


"As time goes on, we have more 


people wanting to use the course be- 
cause there arc fewer courses oper- 
ating in the area," Cooper said, 
noting the development of housing 
projects on some courses. "Mission 
Hills (near Northbrook) is gone now, 
and those people arc looking for a 
place to golf." 


Most use of the golf course comes 


from season-pass holders, who pay up 
to $130 a year for the right to play 
throughout the season. Cooper said 
two-thirds of the use comes from sea- 
son-pass 
holders, 
while one-third 


comes from those who pay daily fees. 


In addition to money, the park dis- 


A RESTFUL PLACE, residents like to brag that the 
golf course is maintained as wall as a private club 
although it is run by the park district. Avid golfers- 


trict also gains recognition from the 
golf course. Cooper estimated that 75 
to 80 per cent of those who use the 
course arc park district residents. 


THE GOLK COURSE, In fact, is re- 


sponsible for making many people 
aware that there is a Mount Prospect 
Park District. Discussions on the golf 
course are more likely to bring resi- 
dents to park district meetings than 
any other topic, he said. 


"Most of those do not sec anything 


else In the park district except a golf 
course," Cooper said, when asked to 
describe the avid park district golfers. 


Cooper said he does not expect the 


golf course to bring in as much money 
this year as in the past. He said in- 
flation is increasing the cost of oper- 
ating the course while revenues arc 
not rising. 


As a result, he said park board 


members arc looking at course oper- 
ations "to close every loophole so that 
it is paying its own way." 


Board members arc looking for 


ways to prevent people from sneaking 
onto the course without paying, to en- 
force course rules better and to cut 
down on vandalism. 


"We've been lax as a son of a gun 


over there," Jackson said. "Now it's 
a pretty first-class place, and we 
ought to treat it that way."

Club founded 50 years ago, went public in 1961 


BUILT IN THE 1920s, th. golf course 
clubhouse, now also a community cen- 
ter, is a reminder of the days when Axel 


Lonnquist was developing the course as 
part of a real estate promotional gim- 
mick. The building has been remodeled 


several times, and (he park district is 
planning another renovation. 


Mount Prospect Country Club 


had its beginnings as a promotion- 
al gimmick dreamed up by Chi- 
cago real estate man Axel Lonn- 
quist. 


In 1925, Lonnquist purchased 650 


acres of farmland, which he 
planned to develop into a model 
community. The plan was "to 
make Mount Prospect a home 
city, second to none, with parks 
and community playficlds, a mod- 
el community center planned for 
s o c i a l get-togethers, bowling 
greens and tennis courts," accord- 
ing to the May 8, 1925 edition of 
the Cook County Herald. 


Lonnquist offered each lot buyer 


membership in the 
Nffthwcst 


Hills Country Club, the" original 
name of the course. After devel- 
oping several homes, Lonnquist 
opened a nine-hole golf course in 
1926 and expanded the course to 
18 holes in later years. 


The course was open to others 


in the area on a dally fee basis 
because many of those who pur- 
chased lots did not build homes 
there immediately. 


As part of the project, Lonn- 


quist also erected the present 
clubhouse in 1929, and a smaller 
cottage which later became a cad- 
dy house. 


DURING THE DEPRESSION. 


Lonnquist lost the property, as did 
many of those who had bought 
lots along the golf course. A local 
real estate man, Harold Wilson, 
took over. He remodeled the club- 
house and continued the devel- 
opment. 


The country club continued to 


operate on a semiprivate basis, 
drawing heavily on 
Arlington 


Heights and 
Chicago. Golfers 


could either pay daily fees or join 
the club for $60 a year. 


In 1931, Henry Sophie of Chi- 


cago purchased the course and op- 
erated it on a semiprivate basis 
with his two sons. 


Residents living along the golf 


course became interested in con- 
verting the club to a membership- 
only basis. In January 1959, Rich- 
ard Hauff and Associates purchas- 
ed property for a private club. 


HAUFF WAS A colorful figure. 


He reportedly was brought to the 
United States by a group of Amer- 
ican engineers who found him 
wandering in the deserts of Iran. 
He was adopted by a Mount Pros- 
pect family, ployed on the golf 
course and became an amateur 
golf star. 


W h e n Hauff purchased the 


course upon returning from Las 
Vegas, there was a great deal of 
speculation about where he got 
the money for the country club. 
Those questions never were an- 
swered. 


After remodeling the clubhouse 


and redesigning the golf course, 
Hauff's operation of the country 
club went bankrupt in August 
1960. 


The Mount Prospect Park Dis- 


trict mode Its first pitch for the 
property Oct. 15,1960, when a $1.1 
million referendum for purchasing 
the course was defeated. 


IN APRIL 1961. however, the 


park district won voter approval 
for purchase of the course from 
Orlando P. Colamalteo. After fil- 
ing 
condemnation 
proceedings, 


the park district paid Colamatteo 
$1,208,900 for the property.

Hoffman Estates delays 
suit against developer 


Hoffman 
Estates 
officials 
have 


agreed lit wait another week before 
filing a lawsuit against Kaufman and 
Uroad Homes Inc. 


Trustees agreed to hold off on a 


planned countcrsult against the home- 
building company after Village Atty. 
Kdward Hofcrt said progress lias been 
rr.ndc In settling a suit filed last year 
by the company against the village. 


"We believe there is a meeting of 


the minds," Hofcrt said. He said both 
side* have agreed "In broad prin- 
ciple" to a settlement, although no ac- 
tion can be taken until May 27, tlio 
next scheduled hearing date. 


SUIT, filed last June by K&B 


against the village seeks to lift a vil- 
lage ban on further development In 
K&B's Barrlngton Square project. The 
ban came In the wake of a bribery 
scandal In which six former village 
officials admitted taking bribes from 
K&B In 1069 in exchange for zoning 
for Barrlngton Square. 


The 'village responded to the K&B 


lawsuit by threatening its own suit to 
seek repayment of some of the profits 
the company has made from the Bar- 
ringlon Square project. 


Two weeks ago the village board 


voted to file that suit if the original 


litigation was not resolved by April

2 charges against county GOP chairman dropped 
Fulle's accuser linked to Capitol payoff probe

A key witness in the extortion case 


against County Republican Chairman 
Floyd T. Fullc also is a witness In the 
federal probe of payoffs In the remod- 
eling of the Illinois Capitol Building in 
Springfield, it was disclosed Wednes- 
day. 


The wltnojj, plumbing contractor 


William Adams, has accused Fullc, a 
county commissioner, of extorting 
$30,000 to Influence county zoning of 
the Old Madrid apartment complex In 
Palatine. 


At a U, S. District Court hearing 


Wednesday on the charges against 
Fulle, It was disclosed that the U. S. 
Attorney's office In Springfield sought 


Justice Dcpt. approval In January for 
Adams to get immunity in return for 
his testimony in the Capitol in- 
vestigation. 


The immunity request for Adams 


was contained in a letter from Assist- 
ant U. S. Ally. Donald MacKay in 
Springfield. The letter, attached to a 
Fullc defense motion. Immediately 
was impounded by U. S. District 
Court Judge Abraham L. Marovltz af- 
ter prosecutors protested that it 
should not be made public.

Adams has billed the state 46 times 
for work that may have involved re- 
modeling of tho Capitol Building.

against Fullc In connection with the 
alleged Old Madrid shakedown. 


Tlie complex, annexed to Palatine 


after It received county zoidng, was 
built by Sellergrcn, Inc. Adams was a 
subcontractor. 


H O F F M A N ASKED that the 


charges be dropped after 'Adams 
'changed his story about how $10,000 of 
the $30,000 allegedly was paid to 
Fulle. The original indictment said 
tho payoff was made in January 1971, 


but Adams now contends it occuired 
In May or June 1971. 


"He made an honest mistake," 


Hoffman said. "He came to our office 
and volunteered that he made a mis- 
take." 


Hoffman said Fulle could be rein- 


dieted on perjury and tax charges 
by using the new date, "but we felt 
that wasn't fair." The decision to drop 
the charges was approved by U. S. 
Atty. James R. Thompson, he said. 


"I said several weeks ago that the 


government witnesses were lying," 
Fulle told reporters after the hearing. 
"Beyond any shadow of a doubt, Mr. 
Adams is lying. 


"Who is he fooling?" Fulle asked. 


"He actually perjured himself before 
the grand jury."

June 2 on charges that he received 
$59.000 In zoning payoffs between 1968 
and 1971 Involving Adams and devel- 
oper Thomas Origer.

2 charges against county GOP chairman dropped 
Fulle's accuser linked to Capitol payoff probe

A key witness In the extortion case 


against County Republican Chairman 
Floyd T. Fullc also Is a witness in the 
federal probe of payoffs in the remod- 
eling of the Illinois Capitol Building in 
Springfield, It was disclosed Wednes- 
day. 


The witness, plumbing contractor 


William Adams, has accused Fullc, a 
county commissioner, of extorting 
$30,000 to Influence county zoning of 
the Old Madrid apartment complex in 
Palatine. 


At a U. S. District Court hearing 


Wednesday on the charges against 
Fullo, It was disclosed that the U. S. 
Attorney's office In Springfield sought 


Justice Ocpt. approval in January for 
Adams to get Immunity in return for 
his testimony in the Capitol in- 
vestigation. 


The Immunity request for Adorns 


was contained in a letter from Assist- 
ant U. S. Atty. Donald MacKay in 
Springfield. The letter, attached to a 
Fullo dcfcittc motion, immediately 
, was Impounded by U. S. District 


Court Judge Abraham L. Marovitz af- 
ter prosecutors protested that it 
should not be made public. 


Adams is head of William Adams 


Engineering, 3911 W. North Avc., Chi- 
cago. 


THE FIRM HAS received more 


than $028,597 from the Illinois Capital 
Development Board since mid-1970. 


Adams has billed the state 48 times 
for work that may have involved re- 
modeling of the Capitol Building. 


Marovitz Wednesday granted a mo- 


tion by Assistant U. S. Atty. Howard 
M. Hoffman to drop a perjury charge 
and an income-tax exasion charge' 
against Fullc in connection with the 
alleged Old Madrid shakedown. 


The complex, annexed to Palatine 


after it received county zoning, was 
built by Sellergren, Inc. Adams was a 
' subcontractor. 


H O F F M A N ASKED that the 


charges be dropped after Adams 
changed his story about how $10,000 of 
the $30,000 allegedly was paid to 
Fulle. The original indictment said 
the payoff was made in January 1971, 


but Adams now contends It occuircd 
in May or June 1971. 


"He made an honest mistake," 


Hoffman said. "He came to our office 
and volunteered that he made a mis- 
take." 


Hoffman said Fulle could be rein- 


dieted on perjury and tax charges 
by using the new date, "but we felt 
that wasn't fair." The decision to drop 
the charges was approved by U. S. 
Atty. James R. Thompson, ho said. 


"I said several weeks ago that the 


government witnesses were lying," 
Fulle told reporters after the hearing. 
"Beyond any shadow of a doubt, Mr. 
Adams is lying. 


"Who is he fooling?" Fulle asked. 


"He actually perjured himself before 
the grand jury." 


FULLE. 666 LAUREL AVE.. Des 


Plaincs, Is scheduled to begin trial 
June 2 on charges that he received 
$59,000 in zoning payoffs between 1968 
and 1971 involving Adams and devel- 
oper Thomas Origcr. 


Hoffman said Adams will testify 


that he gave Fulle $20,000 in 1970. He 
said Adams also will testify about the 
$10,000 payoff, which allegedly oc- 
curred in Maine Township GOP head- 
quarters in DCS Plaines, to show "in- 
tention." 


Fulle's attorneys, Arthur Zimmer- 


man and William Jacobs, were denied 
inspection of Adam's testimony before 
the federal grand jury investigating 


county zoning. Marovitz said the 
statements will be given to Fulle tb« 
day before Adams testifies. 


Included with Fulle's motion 


Wednesday was a copy of a letter 
from MacKay that requested immun- 
ity for Adams. When Hoffman pro- 
tested that the letter was released in 
Marovitz's chambers, not in court, 
Marovitz impounded the document. - 


"We just don't want to affect what's 


going on down there (In Springfield)," 
Marovitz said. 


FEDERAL PROSECUTORS have 


said Adams has not received immun- 
ity from prosecution, for testimony in 
the Fulle case.

"What is needed is a couplo of good 
rainfalls where thcro Is time for the 
water to saturate the ground." 


Miller said there probably will still 


bo a need for the odd-oven sprinkling 
ban this summer but hopes total 
sprinkling bans won't be necessary. 


Last summer there were periods 


that the water supply was so critical 
Palatine police officers had to drive 
around subdivisions asking people to 
turn off their sprinklers. At ono time 
two of Palatine's eight wells were not 
in operation. 


"Wo arc still not up to the point 


where wo have adequate reservoir 
and well capacity to serve the needs 
of Palatine's residents 100 per cent," 
Miller said. 


LAST JULY 1,020 gallons of water 


could be pumped a minute. Work on 
three wells has Increased the pumping 


Hydrant flushing 
to begin this month 


Palatine public works crews will 


flush fire hydrants throughout the vil- 
lage this month. 


Flushing will begin in the Winston 


Park area next week. Signs will be 
posted to alert residents to flushing in 
their areas. Residents requested to 
use as little water as possible during 
the flushing. 


The flushings arc done annually to 


get dirt and rust out through the hy- 
drants, said Robert Miller, director of 
public works and engineering.

2 charges against county GOP chairman dropped 
Fulle's accuser linked to Capitol payoff probe

A key witness In the extortion case 


against County Republican Chairman 
Floyd T. Fullc also Is a witness in the 
federal probe of payoffs In the remod- 
eling of tho Illinois Capitol Building In 
Springfield, It was disclosed Wednes- 
day. 


Tho witness, plumbing contractor 


William Adams, has accused Fullc, a 
county commissioner, of extorting 
130,000 to influence county zoning of 
the Old Madrid apartment complex in 
Palatine. 


At a U. S. District Court hearing 


Wednesday on tho charges against 
Kulle, It was disclosed that tho U. S. 
Attorney's office In Springfield sought 


Justice Dcpt. approval in January for 
Adams to get immunity in return for 
his testimony in the Capitol in- 
vestigation. 


The Immunity request for Adams 


was contained in a letter from Assist- 
ant U. S. Atty. Donald MacKay in 
Springfield. The letter, attached to a 
Fullo defense motion, immediately 
was impounded by U. S. District 
Court Judge Abraham L. Marovitz af- 
ter prosecutors protested that it 
should not be made public. 


Adams Is head of William Adams 


Engineering, 3911 W. North Ave., Chi- 
cago. 


THE FIRM HAS received more 


than $028,597 from the Illinois Capital 
•Development Board since mid-1970. 


Adams has billed the state 46 times 
for work that may have involved re- 
modeling of the Capitol Building. 


Marovitz Wednesday granted a mo- 


tion by Assistant U. S. Atty. Howard 
M. Hoffman to drop a perjury charge • 
and an income-tax exosion charge 
against Fulle in connection with the 
alleged Old Madrid shakedown. 


The complex, annexed to Palatine 


after it received county zoning, was 
built by Sellergren, Inc. Adams was a 
subcontractor. 
' ' ' 


H O F F M A N ASKED that the 


charges be 'dropped after Adams 
changed his story about how $10,000 of 
the $30,000 allegedly was paid to 
Fullo. The original Indictment said 
the payoff was made In January 1971, 


but Adams now contends it occulted 
In May or June 1971. 


"He made an honest mistake," 


Hoffman said. "He came to our office 
and volunteered that he made a mis- 
take." 


. Hoffman said Fulle could be rein- 


'dieted on perjury and tax charges 
by using the new date, "but we felt 
that wasn't fair." The decision to drop 
the charges was approved by U. S. 
Atty. James R. Thompson, he said. 


"I said several weeks ago that the 


government witnesses were lying," 
Fulle told reporters after the hearing. 
"Beyond any shadow of a doubt, Mr. 
Adams is lying. 


"Who is he fooling?" Fulle asked. 


"He actually perjured himself before 
the grand jury." 


FULLE, 660 LAUREL AVE., Des 


Plaines, is scheduled to begin trial 
June 2 on charges that he received 
$59,000 in zoning payoffs between 1968 
and 1971 involving Adams and devel- 
oper Thomas Origer. 


Hoffman said Adams will testify 


that he gave Fulle $20,000 in 1970. He 
said Adams also will testify about the 
$10,000 payoff, which allegedly oc- 
curred in Maine Township GOP head- 
quarters in Des Plaines, to show "in- 
tention." 


Fulle's attorneys, Arthur Zimmer- 


man and William Jacobs, were denied 
inspection of Adam's testimony before 
the federal grand jury investigating 


county zoning. Marovitz said* the 
statements will be given to Fulle the 
day before Adams testifies. 


I n c l u d e d with Fulle's motion 


Wednesday was a copy of a letter 
from MacKay that requested immun- 
ity for Adams. When Hoffman pro- 
tested that the letter was released in 
Marovitz's chambers, not In court, 
Marovitz impounded the document 


"We just don't wont to affect what's 


going on down there (hi Springfield)," 
Marovitz said. 


FEDERAL PROSECUTORS have 


said Adams has not received immun- 
ity from prosecution, for testimony in 
the Fulle case.

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Parks may bid again on ice rink 


Palatine Park Board members say 


they may Increase their bid to buy the 
Arlington Ice Spectrum otter the own- 
er described the board's original 
$400.000 offer as "an Insult." 


The pork board and owners of tho 


Ice spectrum did not attempt to nego- 
tiate a now purchase price during a 
short, closed meeting Tuesday night, 
said Park Board Pros. James Jones. 


Tho park boad plans to meet In ex- 


ecutive session within the next two 
weeks to decide whether to offer more 
money to purchase the tee rink or 
whether "to drop the whole thing," 
Jones said. 


CAUL DAVIS and James D. Grant, 


owners of tho Ice spectrum, 647 Con- 
sumers Avc.. Palatine, told the board 
they expect to get $850,000 for the 
three-year-old facility. 


"I know tho prico the park district 


offered was not meant to be an Insult, 
but it Is." 'Davis said Wednesday. 
"I'm not interested In that proposal at 
all because it's way out of line and 


there Is no room for negotiations. 
When they offer a price closer to 
$850,000, then wo have something to 
talk about." 


Davis said he attended the meeting 


on tho park board's request to person- 
ally refuse tho park district's offer" 
and to discuss the Ice Spectrum's 
equipment. 


Davis said he plans to sell the 


Spectrum "as soon as possible," and 
said there have been more than 50 
purchase Inquiries made so far. 


JONES SAID the park /board "isn't 


willing to drop the Idea Just yet," but 
feels obligated to "carefully consider 
how it would spend public's money to 
purchase tho Spectrum." 


The park board proposed paying for 


tho facility with general obligation 
bonds which would need voter approv- 
al by park district residents In a ref- 
erendum. 


Fred P. Hall, park district director, 


said the income from tho ice rink 


would pay for the operating mainte- 
nance of the rink each year. Tho 
taxpayers would pay only for the, ini- 
tial purchase and improvement of the 
facility if the' bond issue were approv- 
ed, he said. 


HALL ESTIMATES the rink would 


cost the taxpayers 3.5 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 


"We arc still Interested In buying 


the rink and wo just need to do some 
soul searching, but with the economic 
conditions being what they are, we 
can't Just go out and say we will pay 
whatever Is being asked," Jones said. 


Jones said the park district would 


consider canceling plans to construct 
an outdoor Ice rink in a new park de- 
velopment at Home Street and Oak 
Avenue in Palatine Township if it 


were able to purchase the Ice spect- 
rum for "a reasonable price." 


DAVIS, A LOCAL developer, and 


Grant, chairman of Austin Federal 
Savings and Loan Assn., own the Ice 
Spectrum under tho partnership name 
of Spectre-Sports. 


Davis said they ore "forced" to sell 


the facility "because it poses a con- 
flict of Interest partnership under 
federal low." Law prohibits Grant 
from financing any of Davis* building 
projects because they are partners, 
Davis said. 


Jones sold the park board does not 


want to lose "a recreational asset to 
the community" and believes the fa- 
cility can be used extensively by the 
park district for its ongoing ice skat- 
ing and hockey classes and events. 


Creek blockade a flood threat? 


Blockages of Salt Creek caused by 


debris are creating extra workloads 
for Palatine village employes and pos- 
ing a flooding threat to residents. 


Trustee Robert J. Guss Jr. esti- 


mated public works crows spent 80 
man hours breaking up a blockage in 
the west branch of Salt Creek during 
tho latest rainfall. 


"That blockage didn't come from 


attrition, it was man made," Guss 
said. Ho said the problem is people 
leaving grass, tree or shrub clippings 
along tho bonks of tho creek. The do- 
brte Is cither thrown In tho crock by 
Juveniles or Is washed Into the creek 


during o ralnstrom, he said. 


"If these people have any regard 


for the people In Palatine who have 
flooding problems from overland 
drainage they should be responsible 
enough not to do it (leave debris on 
tho bonks)," Guss said. 


Palatine has an ordinance prohibit- 


ing dumping In tho creek but it is dif- 
ficult to enforce because its hard to 
catch residents In the act of dumping 
debris In the creek, Guss sold. Guss 
added tho village offers unlimited 
pickup to residents and all they have 
to do Is bundle the cuttings and leave 
them at the curb.

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2 charges against county GOP chairman dropped 
Fulle's accuser linked to Capitol payoff probe

A key witness In the extortion case 


against County Republican Chairman 
Floyd T. Fullc also Is a witness In the 
federal probe of payoffs in the remod- 
eling of the Illinois Capitol Uullding in 
Springfield. It was disclosed Wednes- 
day. 


The witness, plumbing contractor 


William Adams, has accused Fullc. a 
county commissioner, of extorting 
$30,000 to Influence county zoning of 
the Old Madrid apartment complex in 
Palatine. 


At a U. S. District Court hearing 


Wednesday on the charges against 
Fullc, It wns disclosed that the U. S. 
Attorney's offlco in Springfield sought 


Justice Dcpt. approval in January for 
Adams to get Immunity in return for 
his testimony in the Capitol In- 
vestigation. 


The Immunity request for Adams 


was contained In a letter from Assist- 
ant U. S. Atty. Donald MacKay in 
Springfield. The letter, attached to a 
Fullc defense motion, immediately 
was impounded by U. S. District 
Court Judge Abraham L. Marovitz af- 
ter prosecutors protested that It 
should not be made public. 


Adams is head of William Adams 


Engineering, 3911 W. North Avc., Chi- 
cago. 


THE KIIlM HAS received more 


than $928,597'from the Illinois Capital 
Development Board since mid-1970. 


Adams has billed the state 40 times 
for work that may have Involved re- 
modeling of the Capitol Building. 


Marovitz Wednesday granted a mo- 


tion by Assistant U. S. Atty. Howard 
M. Hoffman to drop a perjury charge 
and an income-tax cxasion charge 
against Fullc in connection with the 
alleged Old Madrid shakedown. 


The complex, annexed to Palatine 


after it received county zoning, was 
built by Scllcrgren, Inc. Adams was a 
subcontractor. 


H O F F M A N ASKED that the 


charges be dropped after Adams 
changed his story about how $10,000 of 
the $30,000 allegedly was paid to 
Fullc. The original indictment said 
the payoff was made in January 1971, 


but Adams now contends it occuired 
in May or June 1971. 


"He made an honest 
mistake," 


Hoffman said. "He came to our office 
and volunteered that he made a mis- 
take." 


Hoffman said Fulle could be rein- 


dieted on perjury and tax charges 
by using the new date, "but we felt 
that wasn't fair." The decision to drop 
the charges was approved by U. S. 
Atty. James R. Thompson, he said. 


"I said several weeks ago that the 


government witnesses were lying," 
Fulle told reporters after the hearing. 
"Beyond any shadow of a doubt, Mr. 
Adams Is lying. 


"Who is he fooling?" Fulle asked. 


"He actually perjured himself before 
the grand jury." 


FULLE, 606 LAUREL AVE.. Des 


Plaines, is scheduled to begin trial 
June 2 on charges that he received 
$59,000 in zoning payoffs between 1968 
and 1971 involving Adams and devel- 
oper Thomas Origer. 


Hoffman said Adams will testify 


that he gave Fulle $20,000 in 1970. He 
said Adams also will testify about the 
$10,000 payoff, which allegedly oc- 
curred in Maine Township GOP head- 
quarters in DCS Plaines, to show "in- 
tention." 


Fulle's attorneys, Arthur Zimmer- 


man and William Jacobs, were denied 
inspection of Adam's testimony before 
the federal grand jury investigating 


county zoning. Marovitz sai3 the 
statements will be given to Fulle the 
day before Adams testifies. 


I n c l u d e d with Fulle's- motion 


Wednesday was a copy of a letter 
from MacKay that requested Immun- 
ity for Adams. When Hoffman pro-, 
tested that the letter was released in 
Marovitz's chambers, not hi court, 
Marovitz impounded the document 


"We just don't want to affect what's 


going on down there (in Springfield)," 
Marovitz said. 


FEDERAL PROSECUTORS have 


said Adams has not received immun- 
ity from prosecution, for testimony in 
the Fulle case.

The High School Dlst. 214 Board of Education has approved the 


continuation at the Wheeling High School bilingual program for the 
1975-76 school year at a cost not to exceed $-19,383. 


Tho action was subject to approval of the program by the Illinois 


Office of Education (IEO) and state financial support of the pro- 
gram of about $13.000. 


Almut 29 students, primarily Spanish speaking, are expected to 


enroll In the program next year. Though most of the students are 
expected to come from the Wheeling attendance area, the program 
l« open to any student In the district. 


Next j car's program calls for the addition of a second section 


Involving preschool children and another section for adults. 


The program tills year cost about $18,000 with all but $14,000 pnid 


for ty the state. The sharp Increase In cost was due to new budg- 
eting procedures now used by tho stale and district which Include 
all costs of the program. 


Services that were used last year as part of the program, sucli as 


counseling, were not included In the budget. 


Work program to continue 


The board approved continuation of the work experience and ca- 


reer exploration program at Forest View High School. 


C<Nt for the program Is expected to be nlx>ut $30,670. The pro- 


gram still must be approved by the Slate Board of Vocational 
Education and Rehabilitation. The state Is expected to contribute 
about S9,'oo toward the program. 


The program for 14-and 13-year-old students at Forest View, al- 


lows the students who find it difficult to function in a typical school 
setting, to work at a job outside the school for up to three hours prr 
day. 


The program, which is expected to have about 30 students next 


year, is one of a limited number of sucli programs In the United 
States.

Tornado-watch 
system changed 
in Elk Grove 


\ 


It's tornado season and the watch Is 


on in Elk Grove Township Dist. 59. 


After confusion during a tornado 


warning last year, the school district 
lias changed its tornado watch and 
warning procedures. 


One of the major changes is using 


the Elk Grove Village Civil Defense 
system. Last year the district used 
the Arlington Heights Civil Defense 
area-wide system, but found that 
warnings usually were sounded in Elk 
Grove Village, in the southwest sec- 
tion of the district, before being 
sounded in Arlington Heights. 


BECAUSE tornados usually travel 


from the southwest to the northeast, 
the district decided to change to the 
Elk Grove Village system. 


"The situation we had a year ago 


provided on excellent learning situ- 
ation," said Arthur Perry, assistant 
superintendent for administrative ser- 
vices. 
Las>t year a warning was 


sounded in April when school was 
being dismissed and when all princi- 
pals were out of their buildings at a 
district meeting. 


To add to the confusion, the Elk 


Grove Village schools heard the Civil 
Defense warning on the streets but 
were not receiving any information 
about a tornado sighting from the Ar- 
lington Heights Civil Defense because 
of the distance and location involved. 


"The probability of those three cir- 


cumstances happening at once are 


one in a million," said Perry. "We 
have since made some decided im- 
provements." 


If a tornado watch is given over the 


Civil Defense monitoring system, all 
teachers arc informed through the 
principal or the person hi charge in 
his absence. A watch means weather 
conditions exist for tornados. 


IF A TORNADO warning is sounded 


at dismissal time, no students will be 
dismissed unless a parent arrives to 
take the student or until the all clear 
is sounded. Students on buses headed 
home at the time of the warning will 
be taken to the nearest safe building 
and kept there until the all clear is 
sounded. 


Perry said parents should be aware 


of this policy for dismissal time warn- 
ings because students will not be ar- 
riving home on time but will be kept 
in a safe place. 


"We want parents to 
understand 


that when a tornado warning is 
sounded, everything stops," he said. 


"We encourage parents not to come 


to school, but if a parent comes, of 
course, they could remove 
their 


youngster." 


Specific rules and regulations ore 


minimal, he said, because of the vari- 
ables involved with a tornado. "We 
are providing a sophisticated warning 
system. After that it is left to the 
principal's judgment to take action 
that Is appropriate at that time."

The open classroom, a teaching 


method becoming increasingly popu- 
lar In the Northwest suburbs, is being 
questioned by parents at Bond School 
in Mount Prospect. 


Parents arc asking about the effec- 


tiveness of the three-year-old program 
of modified open classroom. They say 
young children need closer teacher su- 
pervision to learn the fundamentals of 
reading, writing and arithmetic. They 
also complain that children aren't 
being disciplined or motivated under 
the open system. Parents question the 
Wisdom of having students work at 
different tasks during the same class 
period. 


"I think we'ie a conservative dis- 


trict," said Glenn Erlckson, Bond 
principal. Many River Trails Dist. 26 
residents moved to the area from Chi- 
cago, where they were used to a tradi- 
tional graded-school system, Erickson 
said. 


"I think there is a lack of knowl- 


edge about the modificd-open pro- 
gram," Erickson said, noting that few 
parents have visited Bond since the 
district's only open program began 
there in 1072. This is also a carry over 
of traditional backgrounds, Erickson 
said. "In Chicago, parents never visit 
the schools. Here, we encourage It," 
ho said. 


IN 
THE 
BOND 
program, 
the 


school's 280 students arc divided into 
three ungraded units; primary, lower 
intermediate and upper intermediate. 
Children arc assigned to a unit by 
age Within each unit, there arc class- 
room teachers who share teaching re- 
sponsibilities, instructional aides who 
work with Individuals or small groups 
of children, and clerical aides who do 
paper work. There is a total of 21 
adults working full-time with Bond pu- 
pils, Erickson said, a comparable 
number lo other Dist. 26 schools. 


When Bond's staff originated the 


open program in 1972, it was out of "a 
desire to provide a more individ- 
ualized program for our students," 
Erickson said. A scries of meetings 
were held in the spring of 1972 to ex- 
plain the coming program lo Bond 
parents, ho said. 


"We wanted individualized Instruc- 


tion because we realized that not all 
children 
fit the mold. .Traditional 


classes are not for everyone," Erick- 
son said. 


Erickson said that open education is 


not for everyone. "Children that don't 
do xvell in the open format are always 
going to he a problem, but we've at- 
tempted to provide more structured 
alternatives in our present program," 
lie safd. "Some kids are in a very 


structured individualized program," 
Erickson said. 


EUICKSON 
ALSO acknowledged 


discipline problems that developed in 
the first two years of the program. 
"But as one parent said, she is in the 
school this year and the discipline is 
97 per cent better than It was last 
year. We learn from our past mis- 
takes," he said. 


Despite the program's admitted 


faults, Erickson and his staff defend 
the format. 


"We didn't say it was an academic 


program. It's an attitudinal one. 
You're working for the child's feeling 
about education, which is the basis for 
his future schooling. It's much more 
important that we teach him how to 
learn, not what to learn," Erickson 
said. 


BOND PARENTS have said ele- 


m e n t a r y-aged children can't be 
trusted to decide what they should 
learn or how they should learn it, but 
Erickson disagrees. 


"It's a matter of learning to ask the 


right questions. You don't ask a child, I 
'Do you want to do >our math?1. You : 
ask 'Do you want to do your math t 
before or after recess?' Unfortunate-; 
ly, you can't leave learning to make! 
choices until college," Erickson said. * 
"A child has got to develop this. It; 
doesn't magically happen at age 14.; 


"In some homes, children are given - 


few or no choices Some people would • 
like to sec the kids in straight rows • 
with all their books open to page 32," I 
Erickson said.

\\crc played at the Mount Prospect 
Country Club, 600 S. Sec-Gwun Avc., 
and park officials say this Is near the 
saturation point. 


"I suppose you can go up to 60,000 


(rounds)," Cooper said. "But that's 
almost a maximum use of a golf 
course." 


As a result, the golf course also is a 


moneymaker. Last year, the course 
brought in about $170,000 — $50,000 
more than expenses. This figure does 
not include the $125,000 needed to pay 
off the bonds issued In 1961 to pur- 
chase the golf course. 


Nonetheless, Cooper said the golf 


course Is "a real boost for the park 
district." He said that although the 
bonds will not be paid off until 1081, 
the course already helps the district 
pay for programs that do not generate 
enough money to pay for themselves. 


"It's helped out the park district 


and the people considerably," he said. 


IN 1961. residents who opposed the 


park district's purchase of the Mount 
Prospect Country Club feared that 
they would end up subsidizing golf 
course operations. Owners of the club 
even warned residents through public 
notices that they would carry the fi- 
nancial burden If the purchase refer- 
endum were successful. 


Right from the start, however, the 


golf course brought in more money 
than it cost. In the first year of oper- 
ation, the course took in more 
than $29,000 over expenses. 


"There isn't anybody in town who 


can say they arc subsidizing the golf 
course," Park Board Pres. Robert T. 
Jackson said 


Wlillc district residents still arc 


paying for the $1,208,900 purchase of 
the golf course, Cooper said there will 
bo a substantial change in park fi- 
nances when the bonds are paid off in 
1981 


"It won't be a profit, but it will 


show up on the people's tax bill in 
what you don't have to pay any- 
more," he said "There should be a 
bin decrease in '81 if everything is as 
it is today." 


Cooper said only a new referendum 


would keep the tax rate at Its present 
level 


PARK OFFICIALS attribute the 


heavy use of the course to a decrease 
In the number of area golf courses 
while population is increasing. 


"As time goes on, we have more 


people wanting to use the course be- 
cause there arc fewer courses oper- 
ating In tho area," Cooper said, 
noting the development of housing 
projects on some courses. "Mission 
Hills (near Northbrook) is gone now, 
and those people arc looking for a 
place to golf." 


Most use of the golf course comes 


from season-pass holders, who pay up 
to $130 a year for the right to play 
throughout the season. Cooper said 
Wo-thirds of the use comes from sea- 
son-pass 
holders, 
while 
one-third 


comes from those who pay dally fees. 


In addition to money, the park dis-

golf course. Cooper estimated that 73 
to 80 per cent of those who use the 
course arc park district residents. 


THE GOLF COURSE, in fact, is re- 


sponsible for making many people 
aware that there is a Mount Prospect 
Park District. Discussions on the golf 
course ore more likely to bring resi- 
dents to park district meetings than 
any other topic, he said. 


"Most of those do not sec anything 


else in the park district except a golf 
course," Cooper said, when asked to 
describe the avid pork district golfers. 


Cooper said he does not expect the 


golf course to bring in as much money 
this year as in the past. He said in- 
flation is increasing the cost of oper- 
ating the course while revenues are 
not rising 


As a result, he said park board 


members are looking at course oper- 
ations "to close every loophole so that 
it is paying its own way " 


Board members arc looking for 


ways to prevent people from sneaking 
onto the course without paying, to en- 
force course rules better and to cut 
down on vandalism 


"We've been lax as a son of a gun

BUILT IN THE 1920s, the golf course 
clubhouse, now also a community cen- 
ter, is a reminder of tho days whan Axel 


Lonnquist was developing the course as 
part of a real estate promotional gim- 
mick. The building has been remodeled 


several times, and the park district is 
planning another renovation. 


Mount Prospect Country Club 


had its beginnings as a promotion- 
al gimmick dreamed up by Chi- 
cago real estate man Axel Lonn- 
quist 


In 192S, Lonnquist purchased 630 


acres of farmland, which 
he 


planned to develop into a model 
community. The plan was "to 
make Mount Prospect a home 
city, second to none, with parks 
and community play fields, a mod- 
el community center planned for 
s o c i a l get-togethers, bowling 
greens and tennis courts," accord- 
Ing to the May 8, 1925 edition of 
the Cook County Herald 


Lonnquist offered each lot buyer 


membership in the 
Nci'thwest 


Hills Country Olub, the* original 
name of the course. After devel- 
oping several homes, Lonnquist 
opened a nine-hole golf course in 
1926 and expanded the course to 
18 holes in later years. 


The course was open to others 


in the area on a daily fee basis 
because many of those who pur- 
chased lots did-not build homes 
there immediately. 


As port of the project, Lonn- 


quist also erected the present 
clubhouse in 1929, and a smaller 
cottage which later became a cad- 
dy house 


DURING THE DEPRESSION. 


Lonnquist lost the property, as did 
many of those who had bought 
lots along the golf course. A local 
real estate man, Harold Wilson, 
took over. He remodeled the club- 
house and continued tho devel- 
opment. 


The country club continued to 


operate on a semiprivate/ basis, 
drawing heavily on 
Arlington 


Heights and 
Chicago. Golfers 


could either pay daily fees or join 
the club for $60 a year. 


In 1951, Henry Sophie of Chi- 


cago purchased the course and op- 
erated it on a semiprivate basis 
with his two sons. 


Residents living along the golf 


course became interested in con- 
verting the club to a membership- 
only basis. In January 1959, Rich- 
ard Hauff and Associates purchas- 
ed property for a private club. 


HAUFF WAS A colorful figure 


He reportedly was brought to the 
United States by a group of Amer- 
ican engineers who found him 
wandering In the deserts of Iran. 
He was adopted by a Mount Pros- 
pect family, played on the golf 
course and became an amateur 
golf star. 


W h e n Hauff purchased the 


course upon returning from Las 
Vegas, there was a great deal of 
speculation about where he got 
the money for the country club. 
Those questions never were an- 
swered. 


After remodeling the clubhouse 


and redesigning the golf course, 
Hauff's operation of the country 
club went bankrupt in August 
1960. 


The Mount Prospect Park Dis- 


trict made its first pitch for the 
property Oct. 15,1960, when a $1.1 
million referendum for purchasing 
the course was defeated. 


IN APRIL 1961, however, the 


park district won voter approval 
for purchase of the course from 
Orlando P. Colamatteo. After fil- 
ing 
condemnation 
proceedings, 


the park district paid Colamatteo 
$1,208,900 for the property.

Arlington Heights will have bus ser- 


vice within (ivc years, Jumcs T. 
Ryan, village president-elect, said 
Wednesday. 


Ryan made his prediction after a 


luncheon address Wednesday by Mil- 
ton Plkarsky, chairman of the Region- 
til Transportation Authority, to the 
Engineers Club ol Chicago. 


"If the (raccl track development 


goes as It should, we have to envision 
bus service. There would bo almost a 
mandate for a feeder line and addi- 
tional transportation," Ryan said, ad- 
ding that the plans for development of 
the race track property may not take 
the form envisioned now (a profes- 
sional football stadium). 


He termed public transportation in 


the suburbs "one of I ho Immediate 
nccd.1 whether the people know it or 
not." Ryan, who steps up from a 
trustee to village president next week, 
said bus lines wold have to be preced- 
ed by a "period of education." 


ItVAN SAID Plknrsky called the 


doubling of public transportation in 


the next 5 to 10 years "a realistic 
goal." 


"The oil situation" and economics 


will make bus lines In the suburbs 
more feasible," Ryan said. He cited a 
study In Ohio as "terribly Illuminating 
when It comes to conserving energy." 


The study, he said, Indicates trains 


can carry 400 passengers and buses 
can carry 275 passengers on the same 
amount of fuel needed to carry just 
17.8 passengers by private car. 


Ryan said any bus line In Arlington 


Heights would have to be established 
with the aid, and in conjunction with, 
ttu RTA. 


"They (the RTA) arc encouraging 


municipalities not to set up their own 
lines," he said. "They don't wont 
lines coming In hcltcr skelter." 


"ARLINGTON Heights is a prime 


area" for additional public trans- 
portation, Ryan said. The youth and 
the elderly of the area would be ma- 
jor users of such a service, he said. 


Harper College could become a nec- 


essary route of any future bus line in 
the area, he said. "Harper's just ul-

tcrly impossible to get to without a 
car." 


The failure last year of the Metron 


Systems Corp. bus service in the vil- 
lage docs not deter Ryan from his 
prediction for a new lino in five years; 


"There is definitely room for bus 


service, with-the aid of the RTA, de- 
spite the experiences we've had 
in Arlington Heights," he said. 


"It (Metron) was not given a fair 


opportunity for success. It was under 
capitalized and It wasn't advertised 
enough. It was not a completely prop- 
er test," Ryan said. 


HE SAID PEOPLE will use buses 


"if the price is right" and said the 
increasing costs of running cars would 
make buses more attractive to com- 
muters, as well as shoppers. 


"Thor'll be no more parking for 


c o m m u t e r s downtown," he said, 
throwing cold water on long-standing 
plans for a multi-level parking garage 
for use by persons driving to the Ar- 
lington Heights commuter station. 


"The garage isn't going to be for 


commuters. That just 
makes no 


sense. If they really wanted to encour- 
age use of public transportation, they 
could amortize the downtown parking 
garages in Chicago out of existence in 
10 years," he said.

Fulle, It was disclosed that the U. S. 
Attorney's office in Springfield sought 


Justice Dcpt. approval In January for 
Adams to get immunity in return (ors 
his testimony in the Capitol 
In- 


vestigation. 


The Immunity request (or Adams 


was contained in a letter from Assist- 
ant U. S. Atty. Donald MacKay in 
Springfield. The letter, attached to a 
Fulle defense motion, immediately 
was Impounded by U. S. District 
Court Judge Abraham L. Marovltz af- 
ter prosecutors protested that It 


. should not bo made public.

charges bo dropped after Adams 
changed his story about how $10,000 of 
the $30,000 allegedly was paid to 
Fulle. The original Indictment said 
the payoff was made in January 1971, 


but Adams now contends it occutred 
in May or June 1971. 


"He made an honest mistake," 


Hoffman said. "He came to our office 
and volunteered that he made a mis- 
take," 


Hoffman said Fulle could be rein- 


dieted on perjury and tax" charges 
by using the new date, "but wo- felt 
that wasn't fair." The decision to drop 
the charges was approved by U. S, 
Atty. James R. Thompson, he said. 


"I said several weeks ago that the 


government witnesses were lying," 
Fulle told reporters after the hearing. 
"Beyond any shadow of a doubt, Mr. 
Adams is lying. 


"Who is he fooling?" Fulle asked. 


"He actually perjured himself before 
the grand jury." 


FULLE. 605 LAUREL AVE.. Des 


Plaines, is scheduled to begin trial 
June 2 on charges that he received 
$59.000 in zoning payoffs between 1968 
and 1971 involving Adams and devel- 
oper Thomas Origer. 


Hoffman said Adams will testify 


that he gave Fulle $20,000 in 1970. He 
said Adams also will testify about the 
$10,000 payoff, which allegedly oc- 
curred in Maine Township GOP head- 
quarters in DCS Plaines, to show "in- 
tention." 


Fulle's attorneys, Arthur Zimmer- 


man and William Jacobs, were denied 
inspection of Adam's testimony before 
the federal grand jury investigating 


county zoning. Marovitz said 
the:

Judy (not her real name) just could 


not understand why anyone would be 
Interested In where she or the other 
750 residents of the Elk Grove Mobile 
Homo Park, 951 W. HIgglns Rd., Elk 
Grove Township, move when their 
homes are flooded by the Upper Salt 
Creek Watershed Project 
' THE WATERSHED project Is do- 
signed to alleviate flooding and create 
a large recreational area. It also will 
eliminate the trailer park that Judy 
and her neighbors call home. 


A 470-acre lake Is planned to occupy 


the Busso Woods site where the trail- 
ers are parked. 


The construction Is forcing the trail- 


er park's 730 tenants to find new loca- 
tions for their trailers or other nous- 
ing. 


< "We've watched the construction all 
around us and the lake Is filling and 
coming close to our trailers, but we 
still don't know where or when we will 
bo going," said another trailer homo 
owner S. A. (Slim) Gowen. 
.* Gowen said he and other tenants of 
Jho park have been notified by letter 
Jbat they will be "relocated." 
* The letter from the Illinois Dept. of 
(Transportation's Division of Water- 
frays states that when the trailer park 
Is sold, state officials "will discuss In 
greater detail each tenant's eligibility 
to obtain financial help to move." 

"It's unsettling to get n letter that 
lays you will bo relocated, when we 
can't find out when and a hell of a lot 
of us don't want to move," Gowen 
Mid. 


. GOWEN SAID ho wants to stay In 
the trailer park because he leases • 
store on the property. 


"In my cose they are making me 


close up a business I like and move 
Away from a trailer homo I love. It 
doesn't seem llko they should have 
that right." 


• One older couple who live in the 
park admit their trailer homo "isn't 
worth buttons — it's old. But It's our 
borne and wo really can't afford to 
live anywhere else." 
•Tho park charges ITS a month for 
trailer space with tenants paying their 
own electric and gas bills. 


Tho man sold ho la thinking about 


living with his married son. "I don't 
think mother and I will find a $78- 
a-month apartment In the neighbor- 
hood," he sold. 


JUDY SAID she's not really worried 


about relocating because she inherited 
somo property Downstato. "But it 
bothers mo to move because I lovo 
this area. My folks brought mo here 
as a little girl and now I live hero 
with my husband and daughter. 


"Nobody's got a chance against all 


the big-shot government groups and 
especially us trailer people. I'll still 
fight It, but probably just like when I 
was In high school and the teacher 
called mo trailer trash; I'll lash out 
and fight and then just drop out and 
run away." 


Gowen said that for a few trailer 


owners relocation will mean a slight 
Inconvenience. "Those who have a 
pretty new trailer will bo accepted in 
most of the parks and maybe the 
slate will help them pay the average 
J800 relocation or park entrance fee. 
It's the old ones and the ones with 
little money that will have It rough," 
ho said.

park, has her way, the park tenants 
will stay where they arc.

As she put it: "How are 
they, going to pay me for tho 17 years 
of sweat, blood and guts it took to 
make a go of it?" 


Mrs. Shcr called the relocation 


move "a political thing and an at- 
tempt to force out the needy to make 
a playground for the greedy. My ten- 
ants are not all rich people, they are 
people who prefer the life-style of the 
trailer park and In a lot of cases, could 
not afford to live anywhere else. 


"It's a good home In the country for 


the retirees and families with children 
at a price they can afford," she said. 


ROBERT CLEM, spokesman for the 


Division of Water Resources, said he 


cannot provide a timetable or any fur- 
ther information than what was pro- 
vided In the initial letter. 
• "Generally we don't get involved in 
relocating people until the County 
Forest Preserve District buys the 
property and in this case we aren't 
sure how the negotiations for the pur- 
chase of tho site are coming along," 
ho said. 


"We certainly plan to help those 


people. We will relocate them in de- 
cent, safe and sanitary bousing," he 
said. 


Clem said an outside service organi- 


zation would probably set up head- 
quarters in tho area shortly to begin 
Interviews with each tenant. 


"I can't know for sure If we will be 


able to move each trailer to .a differ- 
ent park," he said, "but we will take 
each case separately and see what we 
can do to relocate them."

"The whole world Is turning yel- 


low," sold William Bachem, Arlington 
Heights, electrical engineer, ns.tbo 
bus rolled away from tho village hall. 


The bus, with Its purple and orange 


stripes, was carrying about 20 village 
officials on a streetlight tour of metro- 
politan Chicago. 


Tho purpose of tho four-hour tour 


Wednesday night was to see first hand 
how other communities have lighted 
their streets with sodium-vapor, In- 


candescent-bulb or mercury-vapor fix- 
tures. 


It was hosted by Bachem to be a 


most Illuminating experience for the 
members of tho village board and 
plan commission, who will soon be 
faced with the decision of whether to 
Install the yellow sodium-vapor lights 
In the village. 


TURNING THE tables on Diogenes, 


tho honest men went forth looking for 
tho lights. On to Forest Park, Oak 
Park, Elmwood Pork, Illver Forest 


Summer water-supply 
outlook 'good': Hanson 


Prospects for an adequate water 


supply this summer In tho Village of 
Arlington Heights were described as 
goal Wednesday by Village Mgr. L.A. 
Hanson. 


"Everything Is running. Wo should 


bo all set If we don't have any mis- 
haps," Hanson laid, without ruling 
out tho possibility of trouble from me- 
chanical breakdowns. 


During the summer months, up- 


wards of 12 million gallons of water 
are used In Arlington Heights, much 
of It for lawn sprinkling. 


In recent years, tho village has es- 


caped severe water shortages that re- 
sulted in sprinkling bans and low wa- 
ter pressure in households. 


Sprinkling is permitted In the vil- 


lage only on Tuesday, Thursday and 
Saturday. 


Tho planned addition of a six-mil- 


lion-gallon water reservoir next to the 
Wllke-Klrchoff retention basin would 
further Improve the water supply, 
Hanson said. 


But tho reservoir will not be In ser- 


vice this summer. 


A possible increase in Arlington 


Heights' water rates is under study by 
the village administration and may be 
considered later this year by the vil- 
lage board's finance committee. Wa- 
ter rates were set at their current lev- 
el In December 1970. 


and Chicago with Bachem acting as 
tour guide complete with a portable 
megaphone and running patter. 


As the bus rolled along the ex- 


pressways, Bachem gave a capsule 
history of streetlight squabbles. 


"About 30 years ago when mercury- 


vapor lights first were Installed, 
people called them death rays that 
would cause increased suicides and 
mental depression. Now we are hear- 
ing the same sort of things about so- 
dium-vapor light — how they will kill 
the trees and so on," he said. 


The bus pulled off the expressway 


Into Forest Park where 400-watt so- 
dium-vapor lights — in too high a con- 
centration, Bachem said — blazed the 
night into day. Tho glow even pene- 
trated the darkened solitude of a 
nearby cemetery. 


In neighboring Oak Park, tho resi- 


dents passed a $3.5 million bond issue 
to put mercury lamps into their old 
metal and cement standards. The Oak 
Park residents were taken aback to 
sco the multi-colored bus halt in front 
of their homes and 20 people pile out 
to peer at their streetlights. 


In River Forest, the mood turned 


more humorous, as the passengers 


voted to see what kind of lights gang- 
land figure Tony Acardo had in front 
of his house. The bus driver chose to 
Ignore the suggestion. • 


THE BUS' NEXT stop was at the 


corner of Cornelia and Pioneer ave- 
nues in Chicago where Mayor Richard 
J. Daley has opted for Intense sodium 
lights as a security system. There 
was not a shadow to be seen with the 
stark lighting. 


There, 
the shades 
arc drawn 


against the light and the streets are 
safe but empty. 


Driving away from the city, the 


overcast glowed with a festering yel- 
low from the security measures. 


Back Into Arlington Heights, along 


Davis Street, where a section of the 
road has the new sodium lights, Bach- 
cm stopped the bus and flicked out 
the lights. 


The yellow was gone, but the glare 


from Northwest Highway's mercury 
lamps still splashed against the 
houses of Stonegate. 


A four-hour ride around and through 


the city, to find out sometimes the 
lights have to be turned out to see 
better. 


Weed-control 
law opponent 
wins in court 


The man who has been fighting Ar- 


lington Heights' weed-control ordi- 
nance for three years, Gerald Schroe- 
der, has won a victory in the Illinois 
Appellate court and Is prompting an 
amendment to the village code. 


Aiilngton Heights charged Schroe- 


der with violating the ordinance, 
which prohibits weeds standing higher 
than one foot, in connection with a 20- 
acre tract of land he owns directly 
west of Hersey High School, 1900 E, 
Thomas St. 


Judged guilty in the Arlington 


Heights branch of the Circuit Court, 
Schroedcr appealed to the higher 
court contending that he was growing 
asparagus on the property. 


The appellate court reversed the 


Circuit Court decision, saying that ATV 
llngton Heights' ordinance did not 
spell out standards for granting an ex- 
emption. 


The proposed amendment would 


permit the village health director to 
grant exemptions from the ordinance 
based on the acreage, type of crop 
being grown, difficulty of controlling 
weeds, economic hardship and poten- 
tial harm to the general public in ag- 
ricultural cases.

214 wrapup 
Bilingual program 
continues in 1975-76 


The High School Dlst. 214 Board of Education has approved the 


continuation of the Wheeling High School bilingual program for the 
1373-76 school year at a cost not to exceed W9.585. 


The action was subject to approval of the program by the Illinois 


Office of Education (IEO) and state financial support of the pro- 
gram of about $33,000. 


About 29 students, primarily Spanish speaking, arc expected to 


enroll In the program next year. Though most of the students arc 
expected to come from the Wheeling attendance area, the program 
Is open to any student in the district. 


Next year's program colls for the addition of a second section 


Involving preschool children and another section for adults. 


The program this year cost about $18,000 with all but $14,000 paid 


for by the state. The sharp Increase In cost was due to new budg- 
eting procedures now used by the state and district which Include 
all costs of the program. 


Services that were used last year as part of the program, such as 


counseling, were not Included in the budget. 


Work program to continue 


The board approved continuation of the work experience and ca- 


reer exploration program at Forest View High School. 


Cost for the program Is expected to bo about $30,670. The pro- 


Rram 8(111 must bo approved by the State Board of Vocational 
Education and Rehabilitation. The state is expected to contribute 
about $0,500 toward the program. 


The program for 14-and 15-year-old students at Forest View, al- 


lows the students who find It difficult to function In a typical school 
setting, to work at o Job outside the school for up to three hours p*r 
day. 


The program, which Is expected to have about 30 students next 


year. Is one of a limited number of such programs in the United 
States. 


Cosmetology program approved 


. The board approved continuation of the district program In cos- 
metology at a cost not to exceed $34,123 for the 130 students ex- 
pected to participate in the program. 


Dist. 214 has a cooperative agreement with the Arlington Acade- 


my of Beauty Culture Inc. and John and Louis Hairstylists, both of 
Arlington Heights and with the Northwest American School of 
Beauty Culture In DCS Plalnes. 


Tho firms provide both theory and practical training In cosme- 


tology for district students during the two-year program. Students 
usually go on to obtain a state license. 


Students complete their high school requirements at their home 


school during the morning and attend beauty school In the after- 
noon In the program, which has operated In the district for the past 
six years.
